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EXTRACTS 

At  a Yearly  Meeting'  of  Friends  held  in  Philadelphia 
by  adjournments  from  the  26th  of  Third  Month  to  the 
goth  of  the  same  inclusive,  1923. 

The  Meeting  convened  in  joint  session  Second-day  the 
26th.  The  representatives  from  the  Quarterly  Meetings 
were  called,  all  but  four  responded ; for  the  absence  of 
all  of  these  reasons  were  assigned  and  two  of  them 
attended  later  sessions.  The  representatives,  138  in  all, 
were,  for  Philadelphia,  Joseph  Thomasson  and  others. 

A special  minute  of  the  Indian  Committee  was  intro- 
duced at  this  time,  that  if  way  opened,  a Committee  might 
be  appointed  at  this  Yearly  Meeting  to  give  the  matter 
alluded  to  in  the  minute  careful  consideration  during  the 
coming  year. 

The  minute  of  the  Indian  Committee  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting: 

At  a regular  meeting  of  the  Indian  Committee,  held 
2nd  Month  28,  1923,  the  following  minute  was  adopted  : 

“A  proposition  was  now  presented  by  the  Philadelphia 
Indian  Aid  Association  looking  toward  the  possibility  of 
combining  their  work  with  that  of  the  Indian  Committee 
of  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting. 

“It  was  stated  that  several  Friends  were  members  of 
both  Committees  and  that  an  earnest  concern  had  arisen 
on  the  part  of  the  former  group  that  unnecessary  dupli- 
cation of  the  work  of  Philadelphia  Friends  for  the  uplift 
of  the  Indians  might  as  far  as  possible  be  eliminated. 

“After  careful  consideration  it  was  the  united  judgment 
of  all  present  that  this  subject  should  be  forwarded  by 
special  minute  to  the  Yearly  Meeting,  with  the  suggestion 
that  if  the  latter  thought  proper,  the  proposal  should  be 
referred  to  a judicious  committee  of  men  and  women 
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Friends  who  would  be  expected  to  submit  their  report 
to  the  Yearly  Meeting  in  1924.”

The  meeting  gave  a sympathetic  hearing  to  the  subject, 
and  appointed  the  following  to  nominate  to  a future  ses- 
sion Friends  who  shall  have  the  matter  under  care,  and 
if  way  opens  for  it,  shall  report  the  names  of  Friends  at 
our  meeting  next  year  to  serve  in  the  capacity  indicated, 
should  the  Yearly  Meeting  at  that  time  accept  the  report. 

Richard  S.  Dewees  and  others. 

At  our  Yearly  Meeting  held  in  1919,  as  appears  on 
the  Minutes  of  that  meeting,  certain  Friends  were 
appointed  to  represent  us  on  the  American  Friends’ 
Service  Committee. 

Our  membership  has  been  kept  well  informed  of  the 
important  work  of  this  Committee  through  the  weekly 
issues  of  The  Friend  and  through  other  channels,  but  the 
Yearly  Meeting  has  in  the  interval  of  the  four  years  since 
the  appointment  of  said  Committee  received  no  specific 
report  from  them. 

There  have  been  a few  resignations  from  the  Com- 
mittee and  a few  additions  to  it  within  the  period,  but 
they  now  make  the  definite  suggestion  that  a fresh  appoint- 
ment be  made  for  a period  of  three  years. 

The  Meeting  uniting  with  the  suggestion,  Charles 
Evans  and  others  were  named  to  nominate  to  a future 
session  of  this  Yearly  Meeting,  Friends  to  serve  in  this 
capacity. 

The  Committee  appointed  last  year  to  confer  with  the 
Friends’  Foreign  Missionary  Association  of  Philadelphia, 
as  fully  minuted  at  that  time,  now  submitted  a report 
which  was  read  and  duly  considered.  The  report  had 
previously  received  considerable  publicity  through  its  pub- 
lication in  The  Friend  for  the  22nd  inst. 
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The  report  of  the  Committee  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting: 

The  Committee  appointed  a year  ago  to  consider  ways 
of  co-ordinating  the  missignary  interests  of  our  Yearly 
Meeting  under  a central  body  has  met  a number  of  times 
and  has  very  carefully  gone  over  plans  of  organization. 

We  wish  to  state  as  fundamental  our  conviction  that 
Christianity  is  a universal  and  an  essentially  missionary 
religion,  and  that  in  so  far  as  Quakerism  realizes  its  early 
designation,  “primitive  Christianity  revived,”  it  too  will 
be  driven  by  its  world  vision  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the 
earth. 

We  rejoice  in  the  outreach  of  the  members  of  this 
Meeting  in  their  desire  to  carry  the  light  of  the  love  of 
Christ  to  dark  places. 

The  work  in  Japan,  which  has  been  so  faithfully  carried 
on  by  the  Foreign  Missionary  Association  of  Friends  of 
Philadelphia,  must  be  the  first  interest  of  the  new  Board. 
The  educational  work  of  the  girls’  school,  the  international 
work  which  our  Friends  are  doing  there  and  elsewhere, 
and  the  gospel  work  of  all  members  of  the  Mission,  de- 
serve our  co-operation  and  support.  The  young  Yearly 
Meeting  in  Japan  looks  to  us  especially,  and  we  cannot  but 
feel  a close  tie  with  it. 

While  our  Meeting  is  especially  responsible  for  the 
work  in  Japan,  the  new  Board  should  not  confine  its  inter- 
ests to  any  one  field  alone.  We  are  thankful  that  our 
Yearly  Meeting  is  feeling  the  impulse  to  minister  to  the 
needs  of  the  world  for  Christ’s  Gospel,  and  that  an  increas- 
ing number  of  our  members  are  actively  responding  to  the 
opportunities  for  spreading  His  Kingdom  at  home  and 
abroad.  We  desire  that  the  proposed  Board  may  help  to 
bind  these  workers  together,  giving  them  the  strength  of 
fellowship  with  the  great  body  of  our  Yearly  Meeting 
at  home,  for  we  feel  that  this  spiritual  obligation  should 
be  felt  by  our  whole  membership.  Realizing  the  need  for 
better  co-ordination  of  the  various  missionary:  activities 
of  the  members  of  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting,  we  would 
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offer  the  following  plan  for  consideration,  it  having  been 
approved  by  the  present  Foreign  Missionary  Association 
of  Friends  of  Philadelphia: 

Proposed  Organization  of  a Missionary  Board  of 
Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends 

We  recommend  that  there  be  established  a Missionary 
Board  of  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends  com- 
prising a General  Board,  an  Executive  Board  and  Local 
Boards. 

General  Board — The  General  Board  shall  consist  of  the 
members  of  the  Executive  Board  and  at  least  two  addi- 
tional members,  to  be  appointed  by  each  Monthly  Meeting. 
A Monthly  Meeting  may  also  appoint  one  additional  rep- 
resentative to  the  General  Board  for  each  hundred  or 
fraction  thereof  by  which  its  membership  exceeds  two 
hundred. 

It  shall  endeavor  to  foster  missionary  interest  through- 
out the  Yearly  Meeting  and  shall  present  the  needs  of 
various  fields  before  our  membership  generally. 

It  shall  consider  and  decide  on  all  questions  of  general 
missionary  policy. 

It  shall,  upon  nomination  of  the  Executive  Board,  make 
all  appointments  of  workers. 

Executive  Board — The  Yearly  Meeting  shall  appoint 
fifteen  persons  for  a term  of  three  years  to  constitute  an 
Executive  Board.  When  organized,  the  Board  may  add 
to  its  membership  if  the  need  seems  to  warrant,  such 
nominations  to  be  passed  upon,  however,  by  the  Repre- 
sentative Meeting. 

It  shall  serve  as  an  Executive  Committee  to  care  for 
such  business  as  usually  pertains  to  such  bodies  or  which 
arises  between  the  sessions  of  the  General  Board. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Board  to  consider 
and  foster  individual  concerns  for  missionary  work  and 
nominate  to  the,  General  Board  such  workers  for  the 
various  fields  as  it  may  approve. 

It  shall,  after  careful  study,  prepare  annually  a budget 
for  submission  to  the  General  Board  for  its  approval. 
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It  shall  supervise  the  raising  of  funds  with  the  aid  of 
the  General  and  Local  Boards.  . 

It  shall  each  year  prepare  and  submit  for  the  approval 
of  the  General  Board  a draft  of  report  to  be  forwarded 
to  the  Yearly  Meeting,  covering  the  missionary  activities 
of  the  preceding  year  and  such  other  subjects  as  it  thinks 
should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

Local  Boards — A Local  Board  shall  consist  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Board  belonging  to  a Monthly  Meeting 
and  such  additional  members  as  may  be  appointed  by  the 
Monthly  Meeting  to  compose  it.  It  shall  represent  the 
Executive  and  General  Boards  within  the  limit  of  a 
Monthly  Meeting. 

The  Local  Boards  shall  co-operate  with  the  Superior 
Boards  in  enlisting  and  stimulating  interest  among  Friends 
and  others  in  their  neighborhoods  in  the  missionary  activi- 
ties of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  should  be  author- 
ized to  receive  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Association  of  Friends  of  Philadelphia  such  capi- 
tal moneys  and  securities  as  said  association  may  wish  to 
place  under  the  care  of  the  Yearly  Meeting.  The  Execu- 
tive Board  of  the  said  association  should,  by  appropriate 
minute,  set  forth  the  purpose  and  conditions  under  which 
the  said  moneys  and  securities  are  to  be  held  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

In  order  that  there  may  be  no  confusion  in  transferring 
responsibility  to  the  new  Missionary  Board,  we  suggest 
that  the  present  Executive  Board  of  the  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Association  be  associated  with  the  group  about  to  be 
appointed  until  reports  can  be  received  from  the  different 
Monthly  Meetings  and  the  new  General  Board  properly 
constituted.

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The  Meeting  entered  into  sympathy  with  the  proposition 
presented  in  this  report  and  the  judgment  prevailed  that 
it  would  be  right  to  appoint  a few  Friends  to  constitute 
the  Executive  Board ; with  this  end  in  view,  the  following 
were  appointed  to  nominate  to  a future  session  this  year 
fifteen  Friends  to  constitute  such  a Board,  such  body  to 
continue  in  office  for  three  years,  or  until  their  successors 
shall  be  appointed. 

The  Nominating  Committee  consisted  of  Wm.  B.  Har- 
vey and  others. 

The  following  were  appointed  to  audit  the  accounts 
of  Wm.  T.  Elkinton,  Treasurer,  to  examine  the  securities 
under  his  care,  the  property  of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  to 
consider  the  appropriations  to  be  granted  to  the  Yearly 
Meeting  the  coming  year,  and  in  conjunction  with  him  to 
give  any  other  needed  attention  to  the  financial  interests 
of  the  Yearly  Meeting.

The  plan  of  holding  two  sessions  of  the  Yearly  Meeting 
daily  has  left  little  time  free  for  important  committees 
to  confer  between  sessions.  It  is  therefore  the  judgment 
of  this  Meeting  that  the  Treasurer’s  audit  should  be  made 
prior  to  Yearly  Meeting  week  and  the  Yearly  Meeting 
now  directs  that  the  Committee  just  named  shall  continue 
under  appointment  until  Yearly  Meeting  week  of  1924  and 
that  prior  to  that  time  and  at  the  convenience  of  our 
Treasurer,  an  audit  of  his  accounts  shall  be  made  and 
the  other  duties  specified  in  the  earlier  part  of  this  minute 
shall  be  performed  by  them  as  has  been  done  in  previous 
years. 

There  was  introduced  from  one  of  the  Quarterly  Meet- 
ings a suggestion  that  the  time  has  again  arrived  when  our 
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Book  of  Discipline  should  be  carefully  considered  for  cor- 
rection and  revision.  A brief  minute  was  forwarded  from 
the  Quarterly  Meeting,  calling  our  attention  to  concrete 
cases  in  which  a revision  was  called  for. 

The  Yearly  Meeting  felt  unity  with  the  judgment 
reached  by  the  subordinate  meeting  and  the  decision  was 
arrived  at  to  refer  the  matter  to  a special  committee,  de- 
siring that  this  committee  give  it  the  careful  and  weighty 
consideration  we  feel  it  merits,  and  that  it  be  in  no  degree 
confined  to  the  topics  referred  to  by  the  Quarterly  Meeting 
introducing  the  subject. 

Albert  H.  Votaw  and  others  were  appointed  a nominat- 
ing committee. 

The  attention  of  the  Meeting  was  called  to  the  fact 
that  article  six  of  the  Charter  of  Friends’  Fiduciary 
Corporation  calls  for  a triennial  election  of  Corporators. 

It  having  been  three  years  since  the  Corporation  was 
established,  the  Meeting  now  appointed  Samuel  L.  Smed- 
ley  and  others  to  suggest  to  a future  session  of  this 
Meeting  the  names  of  30  Friends  to  represent  the  Yearly 
Meeting  as  Corporators,  being  mindful  of  the  loss  we 
have  sustained  in  the  original  list  of  Corporators  by 
the  death  of  our  beloved  Friends  Brinton  P.  Cooper  and 
George  S.  Hutton. 

Again,  as  on  previous  occasions  like  the  present,  we 
are  in  receipt  of  many  letters  from  Friends  in  various 
parts  of  the  world.  Time  was  insufficient  for  the  reading 
of  all  these  communications  (about  22),  but  we  have  been 
thoughtful  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of,  them  all,  in 
each  case  accompanied  by  a message  of  sincere  love  on 
the  part  of  this  Yearly  Meeting. 

Letters  were  read  from  Friends;  of  Chengtu,  West 
China,  the  General  Meeting  of  Friends  in  Australia,  held 
in  Melbourne,  Ninth  Month  28,  1922;  from  Mount  Leb- 
anon Three  Months  Meeting,  held  at  Brumana,  Syria, 
First  Month  13th  of  the  present  year;  one  from  a group 
of  Friends  at  Stuttgart,  Germany,  dated  Fourth  Month 
16th  and  17th,  1922;  one  from  Fritchley  General  Meeting 
of  Friends,  England,  held  the  3rd  and  4th  of  Fifth  Month 
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of  last  year ; one,  the  covering  letter  from  London  Yearly 
Meeting,  issued  by  that  Yearly  Meeting  in  connection 
with  their  General  Epistle  of  last  year  (the  latter  having 
been  printed  in  The  Friend  soon  after  its  publication,  and 
having  received  a very  general  circulation  among  our 
members,  was  not  read)  ; also  three  Epistles  addressed  to 
us  by  Yearly  Meetings  of  Friends  held  at  Westerly,  R.  I. ; 
Barnesville,  Ohio,  and  P'aullina,  Iowa. 

The  meeting  is  grateful  for  these  messages  of  helpful 
counsel  and  desires  that  the  feeling  of  fellowship  mani- 
fested between  those  who  issued  them  and  ourselves  may 
strengthen  and  increase  and  that  we  may  all  know  a true 
travail  of  spirit  for  the  advancement  of  the  Master’s 
Kingdom  upon  the  earth. 

Having  continued  in  session  as  long  as  seemed  profit- 
able, the  Meeting  directed  that  the  representatives  confer 
at  the  close  of  the  session  to  propose  tomorrow  the  names 
of  Friends  to  serve  the  Meetings  this  year  as  Clerks  and 
Assistant  Clerks. 

Then  adjourned  to  meet  in  joint  session  tomorrow 
morning  at  10  o’clock. 

Third-day  of  the  Week  and  Twenty-seventh  of  the 

Month 

The  Meeting  convened  at  the  hour  appointed. 

The  representatives  reported  that  they  had  met  as  di- 
rected in  separate  conference.  The  representatives  to 
men’s  meeting  were  united  in  proposing  that  Davis  H. 
Forsythe  serve  their  meeting  as  Clerk  and  John  D.  Carter 
and  Francis  R.  Taylor  serve  as  Assistants;  the  representa- 
tives to  women’s  meeting  were  united  in  proposing  Anna 
Rhoads  Ladd  as  Clerk  to  their  meeting  and  Mary  R. 
Williams  and  Sarah  Emlen  Moore  as  her  assistants. 

These  nominations  were  separately  considered  and 
united  with  by  the  respective  meetings,  and  the  Friends 
named  were  accordingly  appointed  for  the  current  year. 

A brief  letter  of  loving  greeting  from  our  dear  Friends 
Wm.  C.  and  Elizabeth  C.  B.  Allen,  written  on  shipboard 
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en  route  from  Australia  to  South  Africa,  and  dated  Sec- 
ond Month,  14th,  had  been  received  by. our  Clerk;  arriving 
as  it  did  too  late  to  be  read  at  the  Meeting  of  Ministers 
and  Elders,  to  which  body  it  had  been  addressed,  it 
seemed  right  to  read  it  here. 

The  Meeting  was  dipped  into  a very  real  feeling  of: 
love  and  sympathy  for  our  dear  Friends. 

Referring  to  the  letters  read  at  our  session  yesterday, 
and  the  one  just  alluded  to,  the  Meeting  now  appointed 
the  following  Friends  to  seriously  consider  the  duty  and 
privilege  that  rest  upon  us  as  a body  to  draft  replies  to 
them.  The  Committee  is  left  at  liberty  to  address  other 
bodies  of  Friends  as  they  may  feel  a call  to  do  so,  all 
letters  to  be  submitted  to  our  session  on  Sixth-day. 

The  Committee  is  as  follows :

Closing  the  list  of  communications  addressed  to  the 
Yearly  Meeting  was  a letter  issued  by  a group  of  our  own 
members  and  signed  by  some  of  them.  The  letter  is  as 
follows : 

Philadelphia,  Pa.,  3-23-1923. 

Dear  Friends : 

This  letter  is  presented  to  our  Yearly  Meeting  by  a 
representative  group  of  fifty  or  more  Philadelphia 
Friends  who  have  met  several  times  since  last  Ninth 
Month  to  prayerfully  consider  the  various  phases  of 
Christian  Evangelism. 

In  a recent  letter,  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Federation  of  Churches  says : “The  fact  that 
there  are  upwards  of  one  million  people  in  Philadelphia 
who  are  not  members  of  any  church,  either  Roman  Cath- 
olic, Protestant  or  Jewish,  is  a challenge  that  no  one 
interested  can  ignore.”  (This  means  about  one-half  the 
population  of  Philadelphia.)  Then  he  urges  us  “to  make 
definite  plans  for  the  intensive  cultivation  of  Evangelism”' 
in  the  vicinity  of  our  meetings,  if  possible. 

Have  we  an  answer  to  this  challenge  ? 
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Do  we  truly  believe  that  Jesus  Christ  came  “to  seek 
and  to  save  that  which  is  lost?”  and  “to  give  His  life  a 
ransom  for  many?” 

“To  open  their  eyes,  and  to  turn  them  from  darkness 
to  light  and  from  the  power  of  Satan  unto  God,  that  they 
may  receive  forgiveness  of  sins  and  an  inheritance  among 
them  which  are  sanctified  by  faith  in  me,”  Acts  26:13. 
May  we  not  “be  disobedient  unto”  this  “heavenly  vision !” 

In  these  days  of  doubt  and  unbelief  we  need  to  help 
and  strengthen  all  of  our  own  members  so  that  they  may 
become  well  established  on  the  only  true  Foundation. 
When  our  heart-hunger  is  met  through  yielding  our  lives 
completely  to  our  Lord,  Christ  Jesus,  we  will  become 
whole-hearted  witnesses  for  Him,  and  a lasting  “passion 
for  souls”  will  be  ours. 

“As  the  Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so  send  I you.” 
Jno.  20 :21. 

Now  “thanks  be  unto  God,  who  always  leadeth  us  in 
triumph  in  Christ,  and  maketh  manifest  through  us  the 
savor  of  His  knowledge  in  every  place.”  2 Cor.  2:14. 

The  Christians  of  the  First  Century  preached  repentance 
and  salvation  through  faith  in  Jesus  Christ.  And  we  well 
know  how  the  early  Quakers  shook  England  with  this  same 
Gospel  message,  and  within  fifty  years  most  of  the  nations 
of  the  earth  and  the  islands  of  the  sea  had  been  visited 
by  them  in  the  love  of  the  Gospel. 

We  have  been  praying  for  a World  Revival.  Our 
friend  Alfred  C.  Garrett  said  just  before  he  went  to 
Germany : “Pray  for  Germany— the  only  thing  that  will 
save  her  is  a revival !” 

We  hope  to  continue  to  meet  together  and  we  believe 
it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  groups  of  our  mem- 
bers in  all  of  our  meetings  should  meet  together  often  for 
earnest  discussion  and  prayer  for  the  work  of  our  Yearly 
Meeting  in  all  of  its  activities. 

“But  ye  shall  receive  power  when  the  Holy  Spirit  is 
come  upon  you  and  ye  shall  be  my  witnesses  both  in 
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Jerusalem  and  in  all  Judea  and  Samaria  and  unto  the 
uttermost  parts  of  the  earth.”  Acts  1 :8. 

We  are,  with  Christian  love,  your  friends, 

Signed  by  sixteen  Friends. 

It  was  received  in  the  spirit  that  had  actuated  those  who 
had  issued  it,  and  it  was  felt  to  be  a timely  message  for 
all  of  us  to  take  to  heart. 

It  is  directed  that  the  letter  be  sent  to  each  of  our 
Monthly  Meetings,  with  the  request  that  it  be  given  the 
greatest  publicity  practicable,  not  only  among  our  indi- 
vidual membership,  but  as  widely  afield  as  possible. 

The  increasing  amount  of  business  that  comes  before 
our  Yearly  Meeting  has  made  it  quite  apparent  the  last 
few  years  that  we  cannot  accomplish  the  task  we  set 
ourselves  with  the  dignity  that  should  characterize  our 
deliberations  without  the  addition  of  more  time.  The 
meeting  of  Ministers  and  Elders  on  Seventh-day  last 
appointed  a few  Friends,  Wm.  B.  Harvey  and  others,  to 
confer  with  a committee  of  this  Meeting  (should  way  open 
for  it  on  our  part)  to  present  a plan  of  Meetings  for  next 
year  which  shall  make  it  possible  for  that  Meeting  to 
hold  its  two  sessions  on  two  different  days  and  one  of 
them  during  the  week  of  Yearly  Meeting,  as  has  been  its 
practice  until  this  year,  and  for  the  Yearly  Meeting  to 
have  such  time  at  its  disposal  as  will  enable  it  to  consider 
with  reasonable  deliberation  all  matters  that  should  claim 
its  care ; to  constitute  our  representation  on  such  a com- 
mittee, we  appointed  Arthur  R.  Pennell  and  others, 
the  same  to  report  to  a later  session  this  year. 


A summary  of  the  minutes  of  the  Representative  Meet- 
ing prepared  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  was 
presented  and  read  as  far  as  time  permitted.  The  hour 
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Third  Day  Afternoon 

The  meeting  again  convened  at  the  appointed  hour. 

The  reading  not  completed  at  our  morning  session  was 
now  finished. 

This  summary  included  reports  of  standing  committees, 
items  requiring  a decision  on  the  part  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting,  and  many  other  matters  of  importance  and  of 
general  interest  to  the  membership.  Expressions  of  ap- 
proval of  the  Committee’s  work  during  the  year  were 
voiced. 

Our  attention  was  called  to  the  World  Conference  on 
Faith  and  Order  planned  for  Fifth  Month,  1925,  to  be 
held  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  to  include  the  Christian 
churches  of  the  world. 

The  matter  had  so  far  met  the  approval  of  the  Rep- 
resentative Meeting,  that  that  body  was  a unit  in  forward- 
ing it  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  for  its  action;  it  elicited  our 
interest  and  approval  also,  but  with  little  knowledge  at 
hand  on  which  to  base  a fair  judgment,  the  Yearly  Meet- 
ing did  not  at  present  feel  at  liberty  to  go  further  than  refer 
the  subject  to  the  Committee  on  Organic  Church  Union 
now  under  appointment,  giving  them  full  liberty  to  nomi- 
nate delegates  to  the  conference  if  that  course  seemed 
a wise  one  to  follow.  The  Committee  is  directed  to  report 
to  the  Yearly  Meeting  next  year. 

By  decision  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  last  year,  a minute 
of  one  of  the  subordinate  meetings  was  referred  to  the 
Representative  Meeting  for  its  careful  consideration. 
This  had  respect  to  a change  in  the  Fifth  Query,  eliminat- 
ing reference  to  any  specific  diversions  and  directing 
attention  forcibly  to  the  general  question  of  the  use  of 
our  leisure  time. 

The  Representative  Meeting  proposed  a new  form  of 
Query.  This  as  well  as  the  Query  now  in  our  Book  of 
Discipline  was  read  and  the  decision  upon  due  deliberation 
was  reached  that  the  form  submitted  by  them  be  adopted. 
It  is  as  follows 


of  the  Social  Order  Committee,  the  proposition  that  the 
language  of  the  Eighth  Query  be  altered  to  conform  to 
certain  recommendations  made  in  their  report  received  the 
approval  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  so  far  as  to  direct  the 
Representative  Meeting  and  the  Social  Order  Committee 
to  confer,  and  if  way  opened  for  it  to  revise  said  Query. 

Report  was  submitted  through  the  minutes  of  the  Rep- 
resentative Meeting  and  the  recommendations  made  by 
them  were  approved. 

The  report  of  the  joint  committee  is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  which  has  had  under  consideration 
revision  of  a portion  of  the  Advices  and  the  Eighth 
Query  presented  a proposed  form  for  each;  these  were 
read  and  considered,  and  with  very  slight  alterations 
approved  and  directed  to  be  forwarded  for  final  action 
by  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  section  of  Advices  and  Query  follow : 

Proposed  Paragraph  for  the  Advices 

(To  be  inserted  at  bottom  of  page  149  of  the  Discipline 
just  before  the  paragraph  beginning  “Friends  are  ex- 
horted”) 

Let  us  remember  that  as  followers  of  Christ  we  are 
called  to  help  in  establishing  the  Kingdom  of  God  upon 
earth.  May  our  sense  of  brotherhood  with  all  men  be 
strong,  leading  us — as  workers,  as  employers,  and  in  all 
other  relations — to  make  the  chief  aim  of  our  lives  service 
rather  than  gain.  May  it  inspire  in  us  a deeper  sympathy 
with  those  whose  development  is  hindered  by  meagre  in- 
come, insufficient  education  and  too  little  freedom  in  di- 
recting their  own  lives.  May  it  lead  us  not  only  to  minister 
to  those  in  need,  but  to  seek  to  understand  the  causes

church  and  public  welfare  call  for  their  due  share  of 
time  and  thought?  Are  you  punctual  to  your  promises, 
just  in  the  payment  of  your  debts  and  honest  in  all  your 
dealings  among  men?  Are  you  endeavoring  to  carry  out 
the  spirit  and  principles  indicated  in  that  paragraph  of 
the  Advices  encouraging  us  to  do  our  part  in  bringing 
in  the  Kingdom  of  God? 

The  recommendation  of  the  Committee  appointed  to 
interpret  our  minute  of  1921  concerning  children  having 
one  parent  a member  was  approved  and  the  minute 
adopted.  It  is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Meeting  to  consider 
the  request  from  the  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends  of 
Philadelphia  for  the  Western  District  for  a clearer  inter- 
pretation of  the  report  adopted  by  the  Yearly  Meeting  of 
1921  in  regard  to  children  having  but  one  parent  a mem- 
ber, etc.,  report  that  they  have  had  a conference  with  the 
Committee  on  Records  of  Membership,  and  as  the  result 
are  united  in  the  view  that  the  evident  intention  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting  was,  that  where  non-members  married  to 
members  are  referred  to,  it  means  non-members  of  the 
Society  of  Friends,  and  that  where  their  children  are  re- 
ferred to,  it  means  minor  children.  We  therefore  suggest 
that  the  correct  reading  of  the  sentence  in  the  report  of 
the  Committee,  paragraph  1,  which  appears  on  page  5 of 
the  Extracts  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Yearly  Meeting 
of  1921,  should  read  that  Monthly  Meetings  are  directed 

“to  keep  accurate  lists  of  non-members  of  the 
Society  of  Friends  married  to  members,  of  their 
minor  children,  of  other  non-member  minor  chil- 
dren whose  parents  are  members , and  of  all  other 
non-members  who  regularly  attend  our  Meetings 
for  Worship,  etc. 
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The  recommendation  of  the  Representative  Meeting 
that  Wm.  B.  Harvey  be  appointed  Secretary  to  the  Yearly 
Meeting  was  endorsed,  as  also  the  recommendation  that 
George  M.  Warner,  Walter  T.  Moore  and  the  Clerk  of  the 
Book  Committee,  soon  to  be  appointed,  shall  constitute 
an  Executive  or  Advisory  Committee  for  the  office.  These 
appointments  are  for  three  years. 

The  question  of  Associate  and  Birthright  membership 
has  claimed  much  consideration  on  the  part  of  the  mem- 
bership of  this  Yearly  Meeting  for  some  years  past. 

A year  ago  report  was  made  that  four  of  the  Quarterly 
Meetings  had  had  the  subject  before  them  and  that  they 
were  a unit  in  their  decision  that  no  change  be  contem- 
plated in  our  Discipline  on  this  subject. 

This  year  we  have  reports  from  others  of  our  Quarterly 
Meetings.  One  large  Meeting  states : 

“After  careful  consideration  it  felt  best  satisfied  to 
record  its  view  that  the  method  now  authorized  by  our 
Discipline  is  the  one  best  suited  to  our  needs  at  present.” 

Another  Quarterly  Meeting  forwarded  the  following 
minute : 

“In  considering  the  question  of  Birthright  Membership 
which  the  Yearly  Meeting  last  year  called  to  our  attention, 
this  Meeting  is  united  in  the  feeling  that  we  are  not  pre- 
pared to  recommend  any f change  in  the  form  of  our 
present  practice.  At  the  same  time  we  desire  that  all  our 
mature  membership  should  be  founded  on  positive  convic- 
tion. Whilst  we  are  born  into  our  families,  our  homes,  our 
nation,  born  heirs  of  the  past  and  of  the  promise  of  the 
future,  we  are  also  born  into  our  religious  associations ; 
yet  we  recognize  that  some  of  our  members  are  nominal 
members  only  and  that  this  fact  is  a source  of  weakness 
in  our  Society.  In  the  words  of  a recent  writer  in  the 
'London  Friend/  ‘Birthright  Membership  is  very  incom- 
plete until  it  has  grown  into  a membership  of  conviction/  ” 

We  want  to  hold  our  young  people  and  we  want  our 
Society  to  feel  the  responsibility  for  them  and  their 
spiritual  growth.  We  all  must  recognize  the  value  of 
searching  periods  in  our  spiritual  development.  We  are 
not  able  at  this  time  to  suggest  how  such  testing  best 
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may  be  brought  about  and  there  may  easily  be  a snare 
in  attempting  to  prescribe  any  form.  If  we  ponder  care- 
fully the  latter  sentence  of  the  Sixth  Query  it  shows  that 
Friends  have  been  alive  in  the  past  to  this  important 
question,  whilst  the  different  Meetings  have  been  given 
freedom  of  action  in  relation  to  it.  That  Query  puts  to 
each  one  of  us  this  pointed  question : 

“Do  your  young  people  receive  the  loving  care 
of  the  Meeting,  and  are  they  brought  under  such 
influences  as  tend  to  promote  their  religious  life 
and  to  give  them  an  understanding  of  the  prin- 
ciples and  practices  of  Friends  ?” 

If  we,  in  our  corporate  capacity  as  well  as  in  our  per- 
sonal relations  with  our  co-members,  are  actuated  by  the 
spirit  toward  which  this  inquiry  is  reaching  out,  we  believe 
that  any  real  objection  to  Birthright  Membership  will  be 
largely  obviated. 

And  still  another  states  that  “It  does  not  see  its  way  to 
recommend  any  change  in  our  present  principles  or  prac- 
tices in  this  matter.” 

It  believes  that  where  parents  and  the  church  are  walk- 
ing faithfully  our  youth  will  naturally  come,  sooner  or 
later,  to  share  the  spiritual  experience  of  the  generation 
that  has  nurtured  them  and  that  has  led  them  in  the  way 
of  truth  and  peace ; yet  we  would  press  upon  our 
younger  members  the  importance  of  heeding  the  visita- 
tions of  the  Divine  Spirit  so  that  they  may  come  to  know 
the  New  Birth  into  the  Kingdom  of  God,  and  in  con- 
sequence become  more  than  nominal  members  of  our 
religious  Society. 

This  Meeting  is  informed  of  the  issuance  by  the  Meet- 
ing of  Ministers  and  Elders  on  the  24th  instant  of  a 
minute  for  Gospel  service  in  foreign  countries  granted  to 
our  Friend  Max  I.  Reich. 

The  service  contemplates  visiting  small  groups  of 
Friends  in  the  north  of  Ireland  and  in  certain  parts  of 
Great  Britain  and  at  various  centres  in  Germany.  Cordial 
sympathy  and  unity  were  expressed  with  the  prospect  of 
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our  Friend,  and  in  his  going  forth  on  this  labor  of  love 
the  Meeting  desires  to  share  with  him  in  as  full  a measure 
as  it  can. 

We  commend  him  as  a member  of  our  Yearly  Meeting 
to  the  people  among  whom  he  may  visit,  and  we  commit 
him  and  his  companion,  should  a suitable  one  be  drawn  to 
accompany  him,  to  that  Divine  Guidance  which  we  feel 
he  has  learned  to  know  and  to  follow. 

The  Meeting  feels  a further  obligation  to  offer  such 
assistance  as  he  may  stand  in  need  of  from  time  to  time 
in  the  prosecution  of  his  serious  undertaking,  and  in 
conformity  with  our  rules  of  Discipline  we  appoint  George 
Vaux,  Jr.,  and  Walter  Smedley  to  keep  themselves  ac- 
quainted with  his  progress  ; and  further,  it  is  the  judgment 
of  the  Meeting  that  any  Friend  who  may  feel  drawn  to 
contribute  to  the  expenses  to  be  incurred  should  place 
their  contribution  with  Wm.  T.  Elkinton,  Treasurer,  who 
is  hereby  authorized  to  supplement  any  deficiency  by 
drawing  upon  the  Treasury  of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  as 
directed  by  the  Committee  of  two  just  appointed. 

Then  adjourned  to  meet  in  separate  session  tomorrow 
morning  at  10  o’clock. 

Fourth-day  of  the  Week  and  28th  of  the  Month 

The  Meetings  convened  in  separate  sessions  at  the  ap- 
pointed hour. 

In  answering  the  Queries  which  have  been  before  us 
at  this  session  we  have  been  brought  into  a feeling  of  close 
fellowship  and  much  helpful  counsel  has  been  handed 
forth.  Many  of  the  exercises  introduced  during  the  ses- 
sion will  be  referred  to  in  a minute  to  be  read  near  the 
close  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

Educational  statistics  were  given  calling  our  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  whole  number  of  school  children 
members  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  exceeds  that  of  last 
year  by  18. 

Subordinate  Meetings  are  directed  to  furnish  the  Meet- 
ing next  year  with  the  usual  statistics  on  this  subject.

The  annual  Queries  were  read,  the  answers  including 
a list  of  eight  Elders  who  have  passed  to  their  great  re- 
ward during  the  year.  May  we  be  animated  as  we  recall 
their  walk  among  us  to  follow  in  the  footsteps  in  which 
we  feel  they  strove  to  tread. 
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Fourth-day  Afternoon 

The  Meeting  gathered  at  the  appointed  hour. 

The  report  of  the  Extension  Committee  was  read  at 
this  session.  The  Committee  has  been  diligent  along  the 
.lines  marked  out  by  itself  a year  ago,  and  we  believe 
results  are  following,  commensurate  with  the  efforts  that 
are  being  put  forth. 

The  Committee  asks  for  no  Yearly  Meeting  appropria- 
tion of  money  but  it  expressed  a hope  that  the  work  may 
be  continued  either  by  itself  or  by  a new  committee  and 
that  the  individual  members  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  may 
continue  their  practical  assistance  by  aiding  as  they  have 
done  in  the  past  with  financial  support. 

This  Meeting  feels  that  avenues  are  opening  up  through 
the  efforts  of  this  Committee  whereby,  in  a quiet  way,  we 
are  enabled  to  present  our  message  of  Gospel  truth  to 
many  who  will  reach  large  groups  of  people  and  thereby 
we  shall  be  exerting  an  influence  for  good.  The  Com- 
mittee is  continued  and  encouraged  in  its  work. 

There  have  been  acceptably  in  attendance  with  us  sev- 
eral Friends  from  other  Yearly  Meetings.  Some  pre- 
sented minutes  of  liberation  from  their  home  Meetings 
to  the  Meeting  of  Ministers  and  Elders  held  on  the  24th. 
We  also  acknowledge  with  satisfaction  the  company  of 
our  fellow-member,  Edith  F.  Sharpless,  home  on  a year’s 
furlough  from  her  work  in  Japan. 

We  have  been  cheered  by  the  companionship  and 
strengthened  by  the  labors  of  these  dear  Friends,  and 
it  is  our  earnest  desire  to  assist  them  in  any  right  service 
they  may  feel  called  to  in  these  parts. 

Our  beloved  Friend  A.  Neave  Brayshaw,  now  present, 
has  been  a welcome  visitor  in  our  homes  and  schools  and 
at  our  conferences  and  Meetings  for  several  weeks  past. 
He  has  been  the  bearer  of  real  help  and  we  have  been 
made  to  feel  that  the  very  spirit  of  Truth  has  directed 
him  as  he  goes  about  among  us.  For  these  seasons  of 
spiritual  refreshment  we  desire  to  return  thanks  to  our 
Father  in  Heaven,  who,  despite  our  shortcomings  and 
unworthiness,  has  in  so  signal  a manner  been  mindful  of 
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us.  It  was  directed  that  the  Clerks  of  this  Meeting  sign 
the  returning  minute,  issued  for  A.  Neave  Brayshaw  by 
the  Meeting  of  Ministers  and  Elders  as  having  our  full 
endorsement. 

A year  ago  we  appointed  three  delegations  of  Friends: 
one  to  attend  the  250th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  our 
neighbor  Yearly  Meeting  in  Maryland ; one  to  attend  a 
conference  in  the  interests  of  peace,  held  at  Bluff ton^ 
Ohio,  and  one  to  attend  as  fraternal  delegates  the  Five 
Years’  Meeting  at  Richmond,  Indiana.  It  is  to  be  noted 
that  all  the  delegates  were  able  to  attend  to  the  appoint- 
ments. 

John  Way  reported  briefly  for  the  Conference  at  Balti- 
more. The  other  reports  were  more  formal  and  will 
appear  in  full  with  our  printed  minutes.  The  reports  were 
all  favorably  received  by  the  Yearly  Meeting.  The  cordial 
reception  shown  our  delegates  by  the  Friends  and  others 
could  not  have  been  exceeded.  Such  opportunities  should 
be  cherished  as  occasions  that  should  help  bind  us  more 
closely  together. 

The  Friends  who  attended  the  Bluff  ton  Conference  are 
continued  with  the  expectation  on  the  part  of  this  Meeting 
that  should  a like  Conference  or  Conferences  be  called 
during  this  year  they  would  endeavor  to  attend  them  as 
representatives  of  the  Yearly  Meeting;  the  Peace  Commit- 
tee is  left  at  liberty  to  add  to  this  number  if  the  plan  meets 
their  approval. 

Referring  to  the  Conference  at  Baltimore,  the  occasion 
was  one  of  very  great  historic  interest  to  those  present 
and  to  others,  and  though  this  element  was  naturally 
uppermost  in  the  exercises  which  had  been  arranged,  our 
delegates  also  report  that  it  was  a time  of  helpful  spiritual 
fellowship  which  they  shall  long  cherish.  Throughout  the 
proceedings  there  was  a manifest  desire  that  we  should 
catch  a vision  of  our  Master’s  will  for  us  and  that  we 
should  gather  inspirations  for  the  future  as  we  had  pleas- 
ant intercourse  together. 

Our  Friend  John  R.  Cary,  of  Baltimore,  who  had  been 
Presiding  Clerk  at  the  Richmond  Conference,  was  present

with  us  this  afternoon.  His  remarks  were  cordially  wel- 
comed, as  were  those  from  some  of  our  own  members 
who  had  gone  as  delegates  to  the  Conference. 

The  Peace  Committee  presented  their  annual  report.  It 
reviewed  in  some  detail  the  efforts  put  forth  to  circulate 
widely  the  Peace  letter  issued  jointly  last  Spring  by  the 
Peace  Committee  of  the  Race  Street  Friends  and  our  own 
Committee.  The  Meeting  is  grateful  for  the  accomplish- 
ment of  this  important  task  and  trusts  the  good  work  of 
the  Committee  may  continue. 

The  report  was  spoken  to  by  numerous  Friends  and  we 
were  earnestly  pleaded  with  to  give  the  cause  for  which  we 
all  profess  to  stand,  the  very  best  effort  within  us. 

In  connection  with  the  report  of  the  Peace  Committee 
the  Meeting  has  been  led  to  give  serious  consideration 
to  the  present  international  situation.  It  seems  to  us  that 
the  issue  between  war  and  peace  is  growing  clearer  and 
sharper.  Looking  at  Europe  we  feel  profoundly  dis- 
turbed bv  the  unrelieved  breakdown  of  economic  life,  the 
continued  misery  of  the  people,  and  the  deep-seated 
hatreds  and  conflicts,  especially  between  France  and  Ger- 
many. The  existing  international  unsettlement  confronts 
the  nations  of  the  world  with  a critical  and  momentous 
choice.  On  the  one  hand  they  may  follow  each  its  own 
nationalistic  interests  and  drift  down  into  the  whirlpool 
of  another  war.  On  the  other  hand  an  Association  of 
Nations  for  the  settlement  of  difficulties  by  conference 
and  co-operation  holds  within  it  the  hope  of  peace. 

In  our  own  country  this  issue  faces  us  with  a great 
responsibility.  If  our  nation  will  disinterestedly  add  its 
great  power  to  an  association  of  nations,  it  may  help  to 
save  the  rising  generation  from  the  horror  of  a future 
war ; but  if  it  pursues  a course  of  selfish  isolation,  accom- 
panied, as  seems  inevitable,  by  fear  and  greater  armament, 
it  will  be  throwing  its  influence  in  the  direction  of  an 
unthinkable  disaster  that  may  destroy  civilization.  We 
recognize  that  there  are  forces  at  work  advocating  and 
promoting  this  policy  of  isolation  and  armament.  We  un- 
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hesitatingly  declare  for  the  opposite  course  of  friendly 
participation  in  an  association  of  nations. 

In  taking  this  position  we  in  no  measure  recede  from 
our  opposition  to  all  war  as  in  violation  of  the  way  of 
love  revealed  by  our  Master,  Jesus  Christ,  nor  from  our 
belief  that  this  is  the  true  foundation  of  internationall 
peace.  But  we  feel  the  call  not  only  to  bear  witness  to* 
this  deeper  truth,  but  also  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  for- 
ward those  practical  measures  which  may  help  to  make 
it  effective  among  the  nations. 

It  was  directed  that  a copy  of  the  foregoing  minute  be 
sent  to  President  Harding  and  to  each  member  of  his 
Cabinet,  to  the  Vice-President  and  to  all  members  of  the 
United  States  Senate  and  House. 

Our  friend  Murray  S.  Kenworthy,  representing  the 
Friends’  Service  Committee,  was  present  with  us,  and  by 
invitation  outlined  in  great  brevity  the  task  in  which  the 
Committee  is  so  earnestly  engaged.  Our  thoughts  were 
turned  to  our  own  fellow  members  of  Philadelphia  Yearly 
Meeting  who  are  now  giving  their  strength  to  the  relief 
work  in  Russia,  and  to  the  bands  of  willing  and  devoted 
workers  under  the  Service  Committee,  who  are  finding 
that  the  fruits  of  service  are  joy  and  peace  of  mind  to 
themselves. 

We  know  of  the  bitter  distress  that  exists  abroad,  but 
the  address  of  our  Friend  has,  we  trust,  again  quickened  1 
within  us  the  thought  that  God  has  created  us — the  world  1 
over — all  in  His  own  image  and  to  His  own  glory,  and': 
despite  differences  of  blood  and  inheritance  and  tempera- 
ment we  are  all  His  children,  brothers  one  of  another  and( 
all  heirs  of  the  blessings  which  He  has  promised  to  those 
whose  hearts  are  yielded  to  the  tendering  influences  of 
that  spirit  which  He  has  implanted  in  every  soul  that  He , 
has  created. 

The  Meeting  then  adjourned  until  2 o’clock  tomorrow - 
afternoon. 
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The  Fifth  of  the  Week  and  the  29th  of  the  Month 

The  Meeting  assembled  at  the  appointed  hour. 

The  Committee  appointed  last  Second-day  to  name 
Friends  to  represent  us  on  the  Friends’  Service  Committee

The  subject  of  a correction  and  revision  of  the  Book 
of  Discipline  having  been  before  us  on  Second-day,  and 
the  conclusion,  as  then  minuted,  having  been  reached 
that  a committee  of  this  Meeting  be  charged  with  the 
task,  the  Nominating  Committee  appointed  at  that  time 
now  offered  the  names  of  J.  Henry  Bartlett  and  others. 
These  nominations  were  approved  and  the  Friends  accord- 
ingly appointed.  The  Meeting  appreciates  that  the  service 
it  asks  of  this  large  and  representative  Committee  is  a 
very  important  one,  and  it  desires  that  ample  time  be 
given  for  the  undertaking.  It  will  expect  a statement 
from  them  next  year,  but  does  not  limit  them  at  present 
to  the  time  when  their  final  report  should  appear. 

The  Nominating  Committee  appointed  to  carry  out  the 
suggestion  of  the  Indian  Committee,  as  minuted  Second- 
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day,  offered  the  names  of  George  Vaux,  Jr.,  and  others. 
The  nominations  were  approved. 

As  the  attitude  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  may  be  influenced 
in ’regard  to  our  work  at  Tunesassa  by  the  report  of  this 
Committee,  it  does  not  seem  wise  to  appoint  Friends  at 
this  time  to  bring  to  our  next  Yearly  Meeting  the  names- 
of  those  to  constitute  a new  Indian  Committee.  The 
matter  is  therefore  deferred,  awaiting  the  report  of  the 
Committee  just  appointed,  it  being  understood  the  present 
Indian  Committee  serve  until  released. 

The  plan  of  appointing  a small  Committee  to  examine- 
letters  received  during  the  year  by  our  Secretary  and' 
Clerk  and  addressed  to  the  Yearly  Meeting,  having  proved 
very  satisfactory  this  year,  the  Meeting  now  appointed 

Wm.  Bishop  Anna  Moore  Cadbury 

Edward  M.  Wistar  Ann  Sharpless 

James  M.  Moon  Susan  J.  Dewees 

to  perform  for  us  the  coming  year  the  like  service  as  was 
rendered  by  the  Committee  this  year. 

The  Committee  to  consider  a plan  for  the  best  arrange- 
ment of  the  sessions  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  reported  as 
a tentative  plan  that  the  session  on  Third-day  morning 
be  relinquished  by  us,  giving  the  Meeting  of  Ministers 
and  Elders  the  opportunity  of  meeting  then.  It  was  felt 
that  with  an  extra  session  on  Sixth-day  all  could  be  accom- 
plished with  becoming  dignity. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Committee  on  Discipline  will 
consider  the  matter  some  time  during  the  coming  year. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Social  Order  Committee 
was  read.  It  briefly  reviewed  some  of  the  activities  of  its 
sub-committees.  The  household  and  farmers’  groups  have 
devoted  time  to  the  consideration  of  very  practical  prob- 
lems. The  business  problems  group  has  studied  unem- 
ployment insurance  and  has  definite  results  to  show  for 
the  effort.  Members  of  the  Committee  have  addressed 
meetings  and  a news  bulletin  is  being  issued  which  they- 
hope  to  follow  by  quarterly  publications.  As  the  time 
of  service  of  the  Committee  expires  next  year,  they  have

asked  that  a Nominating  Committee  be  appointed  to  bring 
forward  names  for  a new  committee  next  year.  In 
accordance  with  this  request  the  following  were  appointed 
-a  Nominating  Committee : 

Walter  T.  Moore  and  others. 

The  report  of  the  Westtown  Committee  was  read.  The 
annual  presentation  of  these  reports  always  elicits  expres- 
sions of  keen  interest  from  the  Yearly  Meeting,  and  this 
year  there  is  special  cause  for  congratulations  in  view  of 
the  high  standard  of  work  that  has  been  done  there,  and 
even  more  for  the  wholesome  atmosphere  that  has  been 
created  and  maintained. 

The  Yearly  Meeting  acknowledges  that  it  is  placed 
under  great  obligation  to  the  Committee  and  officers  of 
the  school.  It  has  followed  with  appreciation  the  advances 
made  year  by  year  in  the  scholastic  standards  of  the  insti- 
tution, in  the  home-like  features  that  have  gained  a place 
there,  but  most  of  all  it  rejoices  that  the  moral  and 
religious  life  indicates  that  the  concern  of  those  directly 
intrusted  with  the  management  of  the  school,  the  princi- 
pal and  his  staff  of  teachers,  is  yielding  tangible  fruitage. 

The  term  of  service  of  the  present  Committee  expires 
in  1924.  To  nominate  Friends  to  succeed  the  present 
Committee  we  now  appointed : 

George  Vaux,  Jr.,  and  others. 

The  report  of  the  Yearly  Meeting’s  Education  Com- 
mittee was  presented.  It  reviews  briefly  certain  features 
of  each  of  the  schools  directly  touching  the  Committee’s 
operations. 

The  Meeting  has  felt  since  the  creation  of  this  Commit- 
tee many  years  ago  that  it  was  one  of  the  most  important 
avenues  for  service  open  to  us  as  a Yearly  Meeting. 

Our  schools  (including  the  whole  body  of  them)  touch 
not  only  the  many  hundreds  of  children  who  attend  them, 
l)ut  unconsciously  they  influence  the  even  larger  number 
of  parents  and  friends  of  the  childen  who  are  brought 
into  close  contact  with  our  teachers  and  Committees. 
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The  Committee  states  that  in  addition  to  the  Y.  M.  ap- 
propriation, it  has  been  generously  provided  for  by  an 
unknown  donor  in  the  past  and  the  desire  is  earnestly^ 
expressed  that  in  some  way  it  may  be  able  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  future.  It  is  not  alone  for  the  education 
of  our  own  people  that  it  pleads,  but  that  this  avenue  for 
service  may  not  be  clogged,  but  may  be  kept  open  and 
active. 

The  term  of  service  of  the  present  Committee  expiring 
next  year,  the  Committee  charged  with  nominating  Friends 
for  the  Westtown  Committee  is  now  appointed  to  offer 
names  for  a new  Education  Committee  when  we  meet 
next  year. 

Then  adjourned  to  10  o’clock  tomorrow  morning. 

Sixth  of  the  Week  and  30th  of  the  Month 

The  Meeting  assembled  at  the  appointed  hour.

These  were  approved  by  the  Meeting  and  the  Friends 
appointed  for  the  ensuing  three  years. 

The  report  of  the  Visitation  Committee  was  read. 
When  so  much  is  being  demanded  of  our  members,  we 
feel  deeply  grateful  that  they  have  been  as  diligent  in 
answering  the  call  to  this  service  as  the  report  represents. 

We  would  encourage  them  to  continued  effort,  asking 
them  to  be  especially  watchful  to  know  the  leadings  of 
Truth,  for  our  Heavenly  Father’s  blessings  on  any  serv- 
ice, however  small,  will  meet  the  end  we  crave  when  a 
larger  effort  without  His  guidance  must  prove  abortive 
of  any  good  thing. 
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As  we  come  to  know  one  another  better,  and  the  prob- 
lems that  confront  us,  we  are  often  enabled  not  only  to 
pass  on  that  which  refreshes  the  spirits  of  those  we  visit, 
but  are  made  willing  to  receive  a like  benefit  ourselves  in 
all  humility,  thus  the  visitor  and  the  visited  will  be  alike 
helped. 

We  would  again  ask  you  to  watch  carefully  for  point- 
ings of  the  Divine  finger  in  your  own  particular  case,  and 
to  remember  that  no  group  or  committee  can  qualify  you 
for  such  lofty  service  as  this,  but  knowing  the  mind  of  the 
Master  and  heeding  His  promptings,  your  labors  cannot 
be  unfruitful  of  good. 

Letters  were  read  and  addressed  to  The  General  Meet- 
ing of  the  Society  of  Friends  in  Australia;  Friends  in 
Germany ; New  England  Yearly  Meeting  held  at  Westerly, 
R.  I. ; Mount  Lebanon  Three  Months  Meeting  in  Syria ; 
West  China  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends;  Iowa  Yearly 
Meeting,  held  last  year  at  Paullina;  Ohio  Yearly  Meet- 
ing, held  near  Barnesville;  London  Yearly  Meeting;  the 
Fritchley  General  Meeting;  and  Japan  Yearly  Meeting 
of  Friends  at  Tokio. 

Following  the  reading  of  the  letter  to  Friends  of  Tokio, 
our  Friend  Edith  F.  Sharpless,  now  home  on  furlough 
from  her  work  there,  briefly  and  most  acceptably  address- 
ed the  Meeting. 

It  was  directed  that  the  letters  be  duly  signed  and  for- 
warded, also  that  a letter  expressive  of  the  love  we  bear 
them,  be  drafted  by  our  Clerks  and  forwarded  to  our 
Friends  Wm.  C.  and  Elizabeth  C.  B.  Allen,  who  were 
liberated  by  our  Meeting  a year  ago  for  Gospel  service 
and  who  are  now  in  South  Africa.  The  Clerks  were  also 
left  at  liberty  to  cable  a message  of  loving  greeting  to 
Japan  Yearly  Meeting  very  soon  to  be  held,  also  -to  ad- 
dress a letter  on  the  Meeting’s  account  to  Dublin  Yearly 
Meeting,  Ireland. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Committee  on  Race  Relations 
was  read.  We  are  thankful  that  this  little  company  of 
our  members  have  embraced  the  openings  for  service 
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alluded  to  in  their  report.  We  would  encourage  them  in 
their  labors,  for  we  believe  that  along  the  lines  they  are 
following  will  be  found  the  solution  of  one  of  the  greatest 
problems  that  confront  our  national  welfare. 

The  report  of  the  Indian  school  at  Tunesassa  was  in 
part  the  answer  to  the  Query  put  by  one  of  the  workers  at 
the  school:  “What  is  Tunesassa  for?  Is  it  for  the  pur- 
pose of  teaching  Indian  children  a trade  that  they  may 
obtain  a better  living  or  is  it  broadly  speaking,  to  help  in 
the  uplift  of  the  race?” 

We  commend  the  report  to  our  members,  and  bespeak 
for  the  school  at  Tunesassa  a greater  interest  on  the  part 
of  our  membership.  Let  us  remember  that  here  centers 
the  chief  opportunity  granted  to  Philadelphia  Yearly 
Meeting  to  help  in  the  advancement  of  the  Indian. 

Information  was  received  that  the  Board  of  Education 
on  Third  Month  28th,  1923,  had  granted  permission,  sub- 
ject to  the  co-operation  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Education  of  Philadelphia,  to  representatives  of  the  De- 
partment of  War  of  the  Federal  Government  to  present 
the  subject  of  Summer  Civilian  Training  Camp  to  boys 
of  the  Philadelphia  High  Schools. 

We  are  informed  that  these  camps  are  organized  by  the 
War  Department  to  extend  Military  Training  to  High 
School  boys  and  College  students  throughout  our  country. 

Believing  this  movement  to  be  wrong  in  itself  and  that 
it  threatens  to  extend  Military  Training  in  the  schools,  we 
are  united  in  appealing  to  the  Board  of  Education  to  re- 
consider its  action,  and  to  the  Superintendent  of  Educa- 
tion to  prevent  the  movement  in  the  schools  under  his  care, 
so  far  .as  it  may  be  in  his  power  to  do  so. 

The  following  letters  to  the  Board  of  Education  and  to 
the  Superintendent  were  approved  by  the  Meeting,  and  a 
committee  consisting  of  Alfred  G.  Scattergood,  Margaret 
M.  Cary  and  Charles  J.  Rhoads  appointed  to  present  them 
in  person  to  the  Superintendent  and  the  officers  of  the 
Board  of  Education. 
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Third  Month  30,  1923 
Dr.  Edwin  C.  Broome,  Superintendent  of  Education, 
Philadelphia,  Pa. 

Dear  friend  : — Report  has  been  made  to  the  Philadelphia 
Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends  in  session  this  week  at  Fourth 
and  Arch  Streets,  Philadelphia,  that  permission  was  grant- 
ed by  the  Board  of  Education  at  a recent  meeting  for  the 
Civilian  Aide  to  the  Third  Corps  Area  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment of  our  Federal  Government,  to  have  speakers  present 
the  subject  of  Citizens’  Military  Training  Camps  to  the 
boys  of  our  Philadelphia  high  schools,  subject  to  thy 
approval. 

We  believe  that  this  movement  is  promoted  by  the  War 
Department  as  a means  of  training  boys  of  high  school 
age  in  military  tactics,  and  so  of  directing  their  future 
thought  and  development  along  lines  of  military  service. 
While  we  have  full  sympathy  with  outdoor  activities  and 
summer  camp  life  for  boys  of  school  age,  we  believe  it 
should  be  entirely  free  from  military  features.  Therefore, 
we  protest  against  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Education  in 
granting  this  tentative  permission  and  we  pledge  thee  our 
full  support  in  keeping  such  a movement  out  of  our 
Philadelphia  schools. 

Educators,  physical  directors  and  a very  large  number 
of  leaders  along  educational  lines  have  gone  strongly  on 
record  against  Military  Training  in  all  forms  for  boys  of 
school  age.  They  point  out  that  such  training  is  physically 
a disadvantage  to  growing  boys  and  is  in  no  way  a substi- 
tute for  the  finely  organized  courses  of  physical  education 
developed  in  the  United  States.  Furthermore,  Military 
Training  necessarily  develops  in  the  minds  of  school  boys, 
thoughts  of  antagonism,  race  prejudice  and  international 
suspicion  that  are  unsocial  and  undemocratic  in  their 
nature. 

The  propaganda  under  consideration  emanates  from  the 
War  Department  at  Washington  and  is  a movement  to 
introduce  into  our  Public  School  system,  Military  Train- 
ing which  through  the  influence  of  leading  educators  has 
gained  practically  no  footing  in  our  regular  school  system. 
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We  trust  that  this  entering  wedge  which  we  regard  as 
dangerous  and  insidious  in  its  tendencies  may  not  enter  the 
Philadelphia  school  system.

To  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia , 
19th  Street  above  Chestnut  Street',  Philadelphia. 

The  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends  now  in 
session  at  Fourth  and  Arch  Streets,;  Philadelphia,  has 
learned  with  deep  regret  of  the  tentative  permission  grant- 
ed by  you  on  Third  Month  28th,  to  representatives  of  the 
War  Department  of  our  Federal  Government,  to  present 
the  subject  of  Civilian  Training  Camps  to  boys  of  high 
schools  in  Philadelphia. 

We  believe  this  movement  is  stimulated  by  the  War 
Department  as  a means  of  introducing  indirectly  into  our 
public  schools,  a system  of  Military  Training  that  the 
War  Department  is  desirous  of  extending. 

The  consensus  of  leading  educators  throughout  the 
United  States,  including  particularly  physical  directors 
who  are  experts  in  such  matters,  is  strongly  opposed  to 
Military  Training  for  boys  of  high  school  age,  not  only 
because  it  is  actually  a physical  disadvantage  to  them,  but 
also  because  it  is  opposed  to  the  spirit  of  our  free  institu- 
tions. Boys  cannot  be  trained  as  soldiers  without  imbibing 
the  mental  attitude  and  spirit  of  the  soldier.  This  implies 
the  development  of  unsocial  and  undemocratic  tendencies 
which  are  to  be  deplored  at  any  time,  but  particularly  now 
when  our  thoughts  should  be  directed  toward  reconstruc- 
tion and  international  good  will  and  co-operation.  We 
would  be  untrue  to  the  spirit  of  the  founders  of  our 
Commonwealth  if  we  did  not  protest  against  your  recent 
action  and  if  we  did  not  strongly  urge  upon  you  a recon- 
sideration of  your  decision. 

The  matter  of  which  we  are  writing  may  seem  to  some 
of  you  a trivial  one.  It  is,  however,  insidious  in  its  tend- 
encies and  such  small  beginnings  in  a bad  direction  may 
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easily  grow  to  a movement  that  will  be  hard  to  check  and 
attended  with  danger  to  the  best  development  of  the  boys 
committed  to  your  care  by  our  city. 

Signed  by  authority  and  on  behalf  of  the  Yearly  Meet- 
ing of  the  Society  of  Friends  held  at  Fourth  and  Arch 
Streets,  Third  Month  26th-30th,  1923. 

The  attention  of  the  Meeting  was  called  to  the  fact 
that  during  the  time  we  have  been  in  session  the  Legisla- 
ture of  Pennsylvania  has  passed,  and  the  Governor  has 
signed,  the  Bill  for  the  enforcement  of  the  anti-liquor 
legislation  of  the  United  States  and  that  for  the  first 
time  in  a long  period  of  years  there  can  be  in  this  State 
no  saloon  legally  licensed  for  the  sale  of  alcohol  liquors. 
This  result  has  been  brought  about  largely  through  the 
endeavors  of  Governor  Pinchot.  The  Meeting  expressed 
its  great  satisfaction  that  this  epoch  making  legislation 
has  been  enacted,  and  appointed  George  Vaux,  Jr.,  James 
G.  Biddle,  Francis  Goodhue,  Jr.,  Lucy  B.  Roberts  and 
Margaret  Jenkins  as  a Committee  to  prepare  a letter  to 
be  signed  by  the  Clerks,  conveying  to  Governor  Pinchot 
a suitable  message  on  our  behalf  expressing  our  thank- 
fulness at  the  outcome  of  his  endeavors  in  bringing  about 
this  most  important  forward  step. 

Information  was  received  that  a bill  had  been  introduced 
on  Third  Month  28th  in  the  Pennsylvania  Legislature, 
making  legal  the  betting  on  horse  racing  in  Pennsylvania. 
The  Society  of  Friends  has  always  believed  that  betting  is 
un-Christian  and  that  it  has  a most  demoralizing  effect  on 
the  community. 

This  Meeting  protests  against  the  consideration  of  the 
bill  in  question,  and  directs  that  proper  action  be  taken  to 
oppose  the  passage  of  the  proposed  act. 

The  subject  was  referred  to  the  Legislative  Committee 
of  the  Representative  Meeting. 
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A proposition  was  introduced  by  Joseph  H.  Haines  and 
fully  united  with  by  the  Meeting  that  in  our  letters  to  the 
Yearly  Meetings  held  in  Iowa,  Ohio  and  New  England,  we 
include  the  Minute  adopted  by  the  Meeting  at  a former 
session,  which  it  was  directed  should  be  sent  to  President 
Harding  and  others  at  Washington. 

This  is  done  with  the  thought  that  they  may  be  drawn 
to  agree  with  us  in  our  conclusion  and  perhaps  address 
similar  communications  to  them,  thus  adding  to  the  weight 
of  our  testimony. 

The  report  of  the  Friends’  Fiduciary  Corporation  was 
read  and  the  following  nominations  for  Corporators 
approved :

The  report  of  the  auditing  committee  was  presented.  It 
is  directed  that  it  be  printed  in  full  in  the  “Extracts.”  The 
auditors  are  continued  for  another  year,  as  stated  in  an 
earlier  Minute  of  this  Meeting,  and  committees  asking  for 
appropriations  are  requested  to  make  their  requirements 
known  to  Wm.  T.  Elkinton,  Treasurer,  before  the  Fourth- 
day  of  the  week  preceding  Yearly  Meeting. 
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Minute  of  Exercises 

The  following  Minute  reviewing  some  of  the  exercises 
that  have  been  before  the  Meeting  at  its  various  sessions 
was  now  read  and  adopted  : 

Our  sessions  this  year  have  been  marked  by  a large 
variety  of  important  religious  concerns.  But  through  this 
variety  has  run  a unity  of  aim:  the  upbuilding  of  all  our 
members  in  a living  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  and  a full  dedi- 
cation to  His  service. 

At  our  first  session  the  enlarged  interest  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting  in  the  Missionary  work  of  our  members  was  a 
source  of  great  satisfaction.  We  were  reminded  that  the 
early  Friends  were  very  active  in  going  out  into  new  fields. 
In  this  move  therefore,  we  are  taking  a step  towards  the 
position  of  early  FrietTds. 

In  considering  the  revision  of  our  Discipline  we  were 
reminded  that  ofttimes  it  is  we  ourselves  who  need  revi- 
sion, not  only  the  Discipline;  yet  in  nearly  every  subject 
we  are  now  facing  the  world , not  ourselves..  The  language 
of  religion  may  vary ; the  nature  of  religion  remains  the 
same. 

As  we  met  on  Third-day  morning,  our  hearts  were 
bowed  in  reverent  prayer  to  our  Heavenly  Father  that  the 
broadening  of  our  interests  and  outlook  should  be  accom- 
panied by  a true  deepening  of  our  spiritual  experience,  so 
that  there  should  be  no  shallowness  in  our  lives,  but  rich- 
ness and  power. 

The  letter  to  the  Meeting  on  the  general  subject  of 
Evangelism  was  a clear  call  to  us  all  as  members  of  the 
Church  of  Christ,  that  we  should  be  true  fishers  of  men. 
Whether  this  call  is  for  service  abroad  or  at  home,  whether 
in  the  ministry  of  the  spoken  word  or  in  that  of  the  quiet 
Spirit-filled  daily  life,  the  challenge  should  find  a ready 
response  in  all  our  hearts ; “Lord,  what  wilt  Thou  have 
me  to  do?”  Whatever  gift  we  have  brings  with  it  a respon- 
sibility for  its  use.  As  the  life-giving  faith  in  Jesus  Christ 
works  in  our  souls,  we  shall  more  and  more  become  wit- 
nesses to  Him  in  whatever  place  or  in  whatever  ways  He 
calls  us. 
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The  subject  of  Gospel  ministry  repeatedly  claimed  seri- 
ous attention.  At  the  session  Third-day  afternoon,  the 
revised  form  of  the  Eighth  Query  called  forth  a stirring 
appeal.  Many  of  our  members  are  active  men  and  women 
who  in  business,  in  social  life  and  in  home  life  are  devoting 
their  lives  to  the  cause  of  Christ.  But  lives  must  not 
become  so  full  of  good  things  to  be  done  that  no  time  is 
left  for  the  work  of  the  Gospel  ministry.  The  call  is 
especially  urgent  to  young  men  and  women  to  keep  to 
moderation  in  these  things,  and  to  be  ready  to  give  way 
to  the  secret  spiritual  exercises  in  their  souls.  “Covet 
earnestly  the  best  gifts,”  and  again,  “Desire  spiritual  gifts, 
but  rather  that  ye  may  prophesy.”  In  considering  the 
Queries  on  Fourth-day  morning,  the  Men’s  meeting  was 
forcibly  reminded  of  the  inestimable  importance  of  the 
ministry.  Ministry  is  a “gift,”  and  people  are  “called”  to 
its  exercise,  but  the  gift  is  one  that  we  should  strongly 
desire,  and  we  should  eagerly  listen  for  the  call  and  joy- 
ously obey  it  when  it  comes.  Unless  we  have  a very  clear 
intimation  of  duty,  we  should  not  go  to  meeting  expecting 
to  speak  therein,  and  just  as  truly,  we  should  not  go  to 
meeting  with  our  minds  definitely  made  up  that  we  are  not 
going  to  have  a call  to  speak.  -“There  is  that  withholdeth 
more  than  is  meet,  but  it  tendeth  to  poverty.” 

In  the  Women’s  meeting  a special  concern  arose  for 
those  meetings  which  school  children  attend,  that  for  them 
we  should  covet  especially  the  gift  of  teaching,  that  we 
may  present  the  truths  of  the  Gospel  in  simple  messages. 
And,  indeed,  it  was  asked : “What  must  the  children  think 
of  grown  people  who  have  never  a word  to  say  for  Jesus 
Christ?” 

In  both  meetings  our  hearts  were  warmed  by  the  faith- 
fulness of  Friends  attending  various  colleges  who  gather 
together  in  small  groups  for  times  of  worship  after  our 
usual  manner.  The  outreaching  love  of  home  meetings 
should  go  out  richly  to  these  young  people,  that  they 
may  be  strengthened  by  the  sense  that  we  are  all  “mem- 
bers one  of  another.” 

In  the  Women’s  meeting  the  right  use  of  leisure  time 
and  the  choice  of  recreations  and  amusements  was  dwelt 
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upon.  Our  test  in  this  matter  is  to  consider  whether  we 
desire  to  reach  the  highest  and  best  of  which  we  are 
capable,  or  are  content  for  our  lives  to  be  on  lower  levels. 
We  shall  have  to  forego  many  things  that  are  only  pleasant 
if  we  want  to  hold  steadfastly  to  those  which  are  best. 

Throughout  our  sessions  we  have  had  numerous  other 
special  messages,  many  of  them  leading  us  into  the  very 
fundamentals  of  our  Christian  faith.  In  the  providence  of 
God,  spiritual  power  and  spiritual  messages  are  conveyed 
from  one  to  another  through  personal  messengers.  As  a 
religious  Society  we  stand  or  fall  by  our  meetings  for  wor- 
ship, and,  on  the  other  hand,  there  is  immense  value  in 
the  human  touch,  and  many  an  effective  sermon  is  preach- 
ed out  of  meetings ; we  must  be  at  all  times  spiritually 
alert,  ready  for  whatever  variety  of  service  our  Heavenly 
Father  may  call  for. 

The  reports  of  the  Peace  Committee  and  of  the  Social 
Order  Committee  brought  home  to  us  that  these  matters 
are  not  detached  concerns  upon  the  minds  of  some 
Friends,  but  that  they  are  closely  connected  with  each 
other  and  with  all  else  that  tends  towards  the  Kingdom 
of  God. 

Our  enthusiasm  for  Peace  should  be  a religious  enthus- 
iasm, not  simply  an  economic  or  political  doctrine ; and 
Peace  should  become  a Christian  conviction,  not  simply  a 
Quaker  peculiarity.  Likewise,  sensitiveness  to  the  prob- 
lems of  the  Social  Order  is  part  of  our  practical  Chris- 
tianity, and  of  our  effort  to  base  our  lives  upon  the  Golden 
Rule,  as  taught  by  the  Prince  of  Peace.  As  we  yield  our 
lives  to  Him,  and  mind  our  calling,  we  shall  find  ourselves 
serviceable  vessels,  useful  to  others  in  this  day  of  oppor- 
tunity, and  in  a united  fellowship  of  Christian  service  we 
may  all  together  help  bring  to  the  world  a better  day. 

We  have  been  favored  during  the  sessions  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting  to  know  the  presence  of  our  Lord’s  Spirit 
in  our  midst.  Thankful  for  the  blessings  accorded  us,  the 
Meeting  now  concludes,  to  assemble  at  the  usual  time  next 
year  if  consistent  with  the  Divine  Will.

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ANSWERS  TO  QUERIES 


First  Summary  Answer 

Most  of  our  meetings  for  worship  and  discipline  have 
been  regularly  held,  and  have  been  attended  by  the  greater 
part  of  resident  members  on  First-day  mornings.  A num- 
ber of  non-members  who  attend  some  of  these,  add  much 
by  their  presence,  and  occasionally  share  in  the  vocal 
exercises. 

On  five  different  occasions  small  meetings  have  been 
omitted,  when  members  were  in  attendance  at  other  meet- 
ings, or  when  absent  from  home,  or  when  prevented  by 
physical  inability. 

Four  meetings  were  not  held  because  of  an  epidemic  of 
a contagious  disease. 

Elklands  Preparative  Meeting  reports  three  meetings 
for  worship  and  one  for  discipline  not  held  on  account  of 
severe  weather  conditions,  and  Cain  omitted  two  First-day 
meetings. 

Some  outlying  country  meetings  have  been  held  on  First- 
days  during  the  summer  months  only,  or  by  special  ap- 
pointment. Among  these  are  a few  small  meetings  belong- 
ing to  Western  Quarter,  and  those  held  at  Tuckerton  and 
Barnegat  and  other  occasional  appointed  meetings  under 
the  care  of  Burlington  and  Bucks  Quarter. 

The  meetings  in  the  Poconos  and  at  Eaglesmere  as  well 
as  elsewhere,  have  continued  to  be  held  during  the  summer 
months,  to  the  satisfaction  of  many  Friends. 

Mid-week  meetings  are  comparatively  small,  excepting 
some  of  those  for  discipline  where  increasing  attendance 
and  interest  have  been  encouraging. 

One  such,  held  in  the  late  afternoon,  with  an  interval  for 
lunch  before  the  evening  session,  was  satisfactory,  and 
substantially  increased. 
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The  presence  of  a large  number  of  school  children  or 
college  students  at  some  mid-week  meetings  for  worship, 
adds  responsibilities  and  opportunities. 

Meetings  held  in  the  morning  on  weekdays,  especially 
in  the  city,  do  not  seem  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  younger 
business  members,  who  find  it  difficult  to  attend.  The 
question  is  raised : Are  we  cultivating  in  our  young  people 
a desire  for  more  frequent  seasons  of  spiritual  refresh- 
ment, in  company  with  their  religious  associates? 

The  diligent  attendance  of  older  members  and  the  devo- 
tion of  many  Friends  in  our  smaller  meetings,  is  noted 
with  appreciation ; and  the  desire  has  been  expressed  that 
more  may  come  to  realize  the  blessing  to  be  gained  in  these 
quiet  hours  of  communion. 

With  some  exceptions,  the  hour  for  gathering  is  ob- 
served, and  a reverent  attitude,  consistent  with  a spirit  of 
worship,  prevails  when  assembled. 

Second  Summary  Answer 

Though  our  membership  is  varied  in  life  and  thought, 
we  enjoy  a large  measure  of  love  and  unity. 

All  our  Meetings  are  concerned  to  discourage  tale- 
bearing and  detraction. 

One  report  states  there  is  little  occasion  to  exercise  this 
care,  because  all  endeavor  to  keep  the  ‘‘unity  of  the  spirit 
in  the  bonds  of  peace.”  Another,  that  its  “members  are 
careful  to  discourage  unkind  or  unprofitable  conversation 
respecting  other  persons,”  while  another  realizes  that  “one 
of  the  fruits  of  a Christian  life  is  the  ‘love  that  thinketh 
no  evil’.” 

Endeavors  are  used  to  end  differences,  few  of  which  are 
known  to  exist  among  us. 

Third  Summary  Answer 

Outward  evidence  appears  to  warrant  an  affirmative 
answer  to  this  Query. 

We  believe  that  many  are  in  large  measure  successful  in 
their  effort  to  achieve  the  high  standard  of  worship  called 
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for,  and  that  they  cherish  a Gospel  Ministry  which,  com- 
ing from  God,  touches  the  springs  of  life  in  their  hearts. 

It  is  suggested  that  some  Friends’  are  too  prone  to  wait, 
when  the  exercise  of  a gift  might  be  for  the  good  of  the 
group ; and  individual  faithfulness  in  sharing  the  life  of 
the  meeting  is  encouraged. 

One  report  states  that  there  is  more  vocal  Ministry  from 
the  body  of  the  meeting  than  formerly. 

The  faithfulness  of  college  groups  is  appreciated  by 
Friends. 

Fourth  Summary  Answer 

While  our  speech  is  at  times  extravagant,  as  is  the 
tendency  of  the  time,  we  believe  our  members  generally, 
endeavor  to  show  forth  simplicity  and  sincerity  in  their 
lives.  We  realize,  however,  that  we  fall  short  of  the 
standard  set  us  by  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  and  believe  that 
many  of  us  need  to  exercise  greater  simplicity  in  our 
homes  and  daily  living. 

The  Floly  Scriptures  are  frequently  read  in  our  families, 
but  we  acknowledge  that  greater  devotion  to  this  practice 
would  benefit  us,  both  as  individuals  in  our  daily  relation- 
ships, and  as  a group  of  Christians  seeking  after  Truth. 

A concern  is  felt  to  bring  up  our  young  people  in  like 
practice  and  to  guard  them  from  those  influences  which 
would  tend  to  hinder  their  religious  life,  at  the  same  time 
to  inspire  them  to  become  strong  men  and  women  conse- 
crated to  a life  of  love  and  service. 

One  Meeting  says  that  “the  manner  of  our  individual 
lives  is  often  the  subject  of  earnest  and  moving  appeal  by 
our  ministers.” 


Fifth  Summary  Answer 

We  believe  our  members  generally  avoid  and  discoun- 
tenance the  unnecessary  handling  and  use  of  intoxicants, 
and  that  many  Friends  lend  active  support  to  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  prohibitory  regulations. 

There  is  much  diversity  of  practice  among  us  in  the 
choice  of  recreations.  Our  testimony  against  theatres, 
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operas  and  dances  is  not  upheld  by  some  of  us.  It  is  felt 
that  few  are  habitual  participants  in  those  diversions  which 
Friends  have  so  long  deemed  harmful,  and  that  most  of 
our  members  find  their  deepest  pleasure  in  recreations  of 
a simple  wholesome  type.  One  report  discourages  attend- 
ance at  moving  pictures  of  doubtful  character. 

Many  Friends  endeavor  to  observe  moderation  on  all 
occasions.  Simplicity  which  accords  with  the  Gospel  of 
Christ  is  encouraged  at  the  time  of  marriages,  and  all  of 
us  need  to  remember  the  beautiful  example  set  us  by  the 
life  of  our  Lord. 

Sixth  Summary  Answer 

The  Quarterly  Meetings  report  that  their  members  in 
need  of  assistance  are  cared  for,  and  that  provision  is 
made  for  our  children  to  receive  sufficient  education  to  fit 
them  for  the  duties  of  life. 

There  is,  we  believe,  an  increasing  concern  felt  and  ex- 
ercised toward  our  younger  members  to  the  end  that  they 
may  become  more  vitally  interested  in  the  Society  and 
more  familiar  with  its  principles  and  practices. 

One  of  our  large  Meetings  reports  that  the  children’s 
First-day  meetings,  the  First-day  school  and  the  day 
school  are  especially  effective,  they  feel,  in  promoting  the 
religious  life  of  the  young  people,  and  another  states  that 
the  meetings  for  worship,  the  day  schools  and  First-day 
schools,  the  meetings  of  the  Young  Friends’  Fellowship 
groups,  one  or  more  special  classes  and  other  activities  of 
our  Meetings  have  a like  tendency  as  evidenced  in  the  life 
of  younger  Friends,  at  the  same  time  there  is  report  from 
others  that  there  is  need  of  more  effort  in  these  directions. 

In  the  case  of  young  people  of  college  age  and  of  those 
living  at  a distance,  we  acknowledge  that  we  have  often 
accomplished  but  little.  We  earnestly  hope  that  our 
younger  Friends  who  are  prevented  from,  taking  part  in 
Meeting  activities  on  account  of  duties  in  the  home  or 
because  of  absence,  are  conscious  of  the  outreaching  love 
of  our  Meetings  and  realize  that  each  individual  is  essen- 
tial to  the  perfect  fellowship  of  the  whole  body. 
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Seventh  Summary  Answer 

Our  testimonies  in  regard  to  the  several  subjects  men- 
tioned in  this  Query  are  in  very  large  degree  maintained. 
The  statement  is  made  that  in  these  days,  when  in  connec- 
tion with  many  business  matters,  affidavits  are  required, 
some  are  not  sufficiently  careful  to  bear  a full  testimony 
against  oaths. 

We  feel  that  the  spirit  of  militarism  is  especially  to  be 
guarded  against,  and  we  believe  this  can  best  be  promoted 
by  endeavoring  to  exercise  a spirit  of  international  good- 
will. 

A few  Friends  are  concerned  to  aid  in  a constructive 
educational  program  to  promote  world  peace,  but  we  ac- 
knowledge that  some  others  have  perhaps  not  yet  grasped 
the  full  significance  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ  as  a solvent 
for  international  difficulties. 

It  is  felt  that  a more  positive  stand  should  be  taken 
against  a tendency,  which  is  all  too  evident,  to  resort  to 
methods  of  chance  in  apparently  worthy  causes  and  there- 
by weaken  the  testimony  we  profess  against  all  kinds  of 
gambling. 

Eighth  Summary  Answer 

With  slight  exceptions  alluded  to  in  some  of  the  reports 
we  believe  our  members  value  and  practise  business  in- 
tegrity and  domestic  economy. 

The  extreme  needs  of  the  world  should  incite  us  to 
observe  simplicity  and  economy  in  our  manner  of  living. 

The  demands  of  business  often  make  it  difficult  for 
some  members  to  give  adequate  time  to  the  interests  of  the 
Meeting.  This,  both  the  Meeting  and  the  members  them- 
selves deplore,  and  recognize  the  loss  sustained  by  both. 

Labor  has  been  extended  where  there  seemed  a call 
for  it.

Ninth  Summary  Answer 

In  dealing  with  offenders  we  believe  the  service  has  been 
performed  without  partiality  and  in  a loving  Christian 
spirit,  and  that  it  is  only  as  we  are  guided  by  this  spirit  of 
Truth  that  we  are  able  to  help  or  to  judge  in  the  authority 
of  Truth. 

We  realize  that  there  are  many  differing  viewpoints 
among  us,  but  we  trust  it  has  been  our  desire  sympathet- 
ically to  promote  that  Christian  fellowship  and  religious 
life  in  the  membership  that  will  advance  our  individual 
interest  in  the  Christian  religion.

Birmingham  Preparative  Meeting  and  the  meeting  for 
worship  at  Birmingham,  were  discontinued  in  Eleventh 
Month,  1922. 
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Bradford  Preparative  Meeting  at  Marshallton  has  been 
discontinued  since  last  report. 

Rancocas  Preparative  Meeting  now  holds  but  two  ses- 
sions a year  and  omits  its  other  mid-week  meetings  for 
worship. 

Haddonfield-Salem  Quarterly  Meeting  states  that  for 
more  than  twenty  years  Friends  residing  in  or  visiting 
Orlando,  Florida,  have  been  interested  in  gathering  to- 
gether for  a meeting  for  worship  on  First-day  mornings 
in  the  winter  months.  Originally  the  meeting  was  held  in 
the  home  of  our  late  friend,  George  Abbott,  and  later  in 
one  of  the  hotels. 

The  attention  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting  was  directed  to 
this  situation  by  Elizabeth  Abbott  Christ,  and  after  care- 
ful consideration  we  appointed  a committee  in  Twelfth 
Month  last  to  assist  in  the  maintenance  and  oversight  of 
the  Orlando  Meeting. 

Third: 

The  three  separate  duties  specified  in  this  Query  have 
been  attended  to  by  all  our  Meetings. 

Fourth: 

There  are  eleven  schools  of  the  class  queried  after ; this 
does  not  include  the  large  school  at  Atlantic  City,  which 
while  a Friends’  school  does  not  fall  under  the  class  in 
mind. 

Of  the  eleven,  three  are  large  schools,  one,  the  largest 
day  school  of  its  kind  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia;  and 
another  is  a close  second  to  it. 

Two  of  the  schools  are  under  joint  committees  of  the 
two  bodies  of  Friends. 

The  children  and  teachers  attend  mid-week  meeting, 
when  one  is  accessible.  In  one  case  a special  Friends’ 
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Meeting  is  held  each  week  in  the  school  house,  attended 
by  members  of  the  Committee  and  often  visited  by  Minis- 
ters of  other  Meetings. 

The  school  at  Atlantic  City  holds  a Friends’  Meeting 
on  its  own  initiative  each  week,  which  has  been  visited 
by  members  of  the  Committee  in  charge  of  the  school. 

The  teachers  in  our  schools  are  not  all  members  with 
Friends,  but  the  greater  part  of  them  are  and  all  are 
sympathetic  toward  the  high  moral  and  religious  standards 
of  the  schools.

The  Queries  addressed  to  this  Meeting  and  to  its 
subordinate  Meetings  are  read  and  answered  therein  as 

directed. 
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Report  of  the  Yearly  Meeting’s  Committee  on 

Education 

During  the  past  year  the  eight  schools  under  our  care 
have  continued  to  implant  quietly  in  the  minds  and  hearts 
of  the  children  within  their  walls,  seeds  which  we  trust 
will  germinate  and  bear  rich  fruit  as  time  goes  on. 

Just  before  the  Yearly  Meeting  last  year  we  were 
saddened  by  the  passing  away  of  our  valued  Superinten- 
dent, Gertrude  R.  Sherer.  Olive  R.  Haviland,  who  for 
years  had  been  closely  associated  with  her  and  had  greatly 
assisted  her  during  the  last  few  months  of  her  life,  was 
appointed  her  successor.  Our  new  Superintendent  has 
given  unstintingly  of  her  time  and  strength,  and  an  exam- 
ination of  the  schools  today  reveals  the  success  with  which 
her  work  has  been  attended. 

The  spirit  in  the  schools  is  noteworthy.  The  local 
committees,  teachers  and  pupils  believe  thoroughly  in  their 
institution,  and  this  attitude  is  reflected  in  the  school 
atmosphere.  The  difficulties — and  they  are  many — are 
surmounted. 

Perhaps  you  would  be  interested  in  a brief  survey  of 
each  school  as  made  by  our  Superintendent.  As  there  are 
several  larger  Friend’s  Schools  in  this  Yearly  Meeting 
which  are  not  under  the  care  of  our  Committee  they,  of 
course,  are  not  mentioned.  The  Superintendent  tells  us 
that  Fallsington  School  has  grown  this  year  by  improving 
living  conditions  at  the  school  and  employing  an  extra 
teacher;  that . Lansdowne  has  a group  of  teachers  who 
are  displaying  unusual  teamwork  in  school  matters;  that 
Downingtown  has  just  organized  a Parents’  Association 
whose  earnestness  of  purpose  means  much  to  the  school ; 
that  Media  finds  the  school  year  all  too  short  to  carry  out 
the  splendid  plans  of  a teacher  of  large  vision ; that  Frank- 
ford,  through  the  excellent  work  of  her  teachers  has  been 
able  to  pass  children  on  to  corresponding  grades  in  public 
school  with  half  a year  to  their  credit;  that  Haddonfield 
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has  blazed  the  way  in  wholesome  co-operation  of  neigh- 
borhood and  school,  and  has  created  a fine  school  spirit ; 
that  London  Grove,  while  waiting  for  a community  school 
to  be  completed  has  had  a struggling  year — one  brave 
teacher  handling  five  grades  with  the  same  number  of 
children  that  two  teachers  handled  last  year ; that  Atlantic 
City  School  has  made  itself  a necessity  in  the  community 
and  backed  by  a larger  faith  and  a more  enduring  hope, 
it  may  become  a mighty  Quaker  outpost. 

The  work  of  our  Superintendent  has  been  supplemented 
by  the  systematic  visiting  of  schools  by  several  members 
of  this  Committee.  This  has  proven  quite  valuable,  and 
a number  of  constructive  suggestions  and  improvements 
have  resulted. 

The  financial  situation  is  giving  us  much  thought.  As  a 
preliminary  the  Treasurer’s  report  is  set  forth:

The  Gift  Fund  now  consists  of  a cash  balance  of  $429, 
and  bonds  worth  about  $3,600,  but  as  it  owes  $3,000  to  the 
General  Fund  the  net  amount  of  the  Gift  Fund  remaining 
is  slightly  over  $1,000.  The  net  interest  receipts  of  the  Gift 
Fund  (after  deducting  interest  on  indebtedness)  will  be 
about  $72,  and  the  expected  appropriations  to  schools, 
$100. 

The  Yearly  Meeting  is  asked  for  an  appropriation  of 
$5,000,  the  same  amount  as  last  year.  In  this  connection, 
the  above  Treasurer’s  report  shows  that  the  Yearly  Meet- 
ing’s appropriation  last  year  was  well  spent.  $3,650  was 
used  to  furnish  the  schools  with  an  expert  adviser  in 
the  person  of  our  superintendent,  and  with  a special 
teacher  in  art  and  drawing.  Teachers’  meetings,  tests 
and  measurements,  health  work  in  schools  and  sundries 
required  $800,  and  direct  appropriations  to  schools 
another  $800,  making  a total  of  $5,250.  The  $250  in 
excess  of  the  Yearly  Meeting’s  appropriation  is  met  by 
interest  receipts  and  by  drawing  upon  the  Committee’s 
working  balance. 

One  of  the  striking  features  of  the  Treasurer’s  report 
is  that  the  Gift  Fund  is  nearly  exhausted.  This  Fund 
which  was  originally  $10,000  was  received  six  years  ago 
from  an  unknown  donor  with  the  request  that  the  princi- 
pal and  interest  be  spent  in  raising  the  standard  of  our 
schools.  The  fund  has  been  most  conscientiously  admin- 
istered and  has  been  of  great  assistance.  The  present 
condition  of  the  schools  may  largely  be  attributed  to  the 
improvements  made  possible  by  this  Fund. 

In  passing,  also,  we  wish  to  mention  the  T.  Wistar 
Brown  Fund  which  makes  it  possible  for  the  Superintend- 
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ent  and  teachers  to  attend  summer  school  and  to  pay 
extended  visits  to  “model”  schools  using  improved  edu- 
cational methods.  Our  Schools  directly  benefit  from  the 
ideas  and  enthusiasm  brought  back  by  our  teachers  under 
such  circumstances. 

We  must  not  let  the  standard  of  the  schools  decline. 
Yet  the  financial  condition  of  the  schools  is  such  that  they 
cannot  pay  for  further  needed  improvements  in  addition 
to  their  already  heavy  expenses.  Only  a Gift  Fund,  or 
the  income  from  an  Endowment  will  afford  the  needed 
help.  We  appeal  to  you  again  this  year  for  contributions 
to  our  Committee  to  create  another  Gift  Fund  or  an 
Endowment  for  the  maintenance  or  betterment  of  the 
standard  of  the  schools.  Truly,  here  is  a fertile  field 
close  to  our  doors  where  contributions  will  help  to  pro- 
vide a better  education  for  children,  many  of  whom  will 
some  day  be  a strength  to  our  Yearly  Meeting. 

In  considering  the  financial  problems  of  our  Eight 
Yearly  Meeting  Schools,  some  of  you  may  wonder 
whether  they  are  really  worth  the  time,  effort  and  expense 
required  for  their  upkeep  and  development.  Do  they 
have  a real  value  to  the  community  and  to  this  Yearly 
Meeting,  which  is  different  from  that  of  a public  school? 
Let  us  consider  the  ideals  which  animate  those  who  have 
the  care  of  them. 

We  wish  to  give  the  children  a worthwhile  education. 
This  means  not  only  a thorough  grounding  in  the  usual 
scholastic  courses  of  study,  but  it  means  also  the  develop- 
ment of  the  spiritual  nature  through  reverent  recitation 
and  study  of  the  Bible,  and  preparations  for  citizenship 
by  encouragement  of  the  children  in  co-operation  and  in 
service  to  others.  They  should  feel  that  our  schools  are 
“places  where  ideals  of  love,  courage,  unselfishness  and 
human  sympathy  shall  stand  out  in  shining  array  against 
hate,  fear,  material  gains  and  prejudice.”  These  are  high 
standards,  but  it  is  the  conscious  effort  to  attain  them 
which  leaves  its  imprint  on  the  character  of  the  children. 

The  schools  need  your  sincere  interest.  Visit  them, 
and  encourage  the  teachers  and  pupils  by  your  presence

and  helpful  suggestions.  Be  present  at  the  mid-week 
meetings  which  our  children  attend.  Your  presence  is 
a certain  encouragement.  Your  vocal  service  may  bear 
more  fruit  than  you  will  ever  know. 

Encourage  the  local  committees  also.  The  strongest 
schools  are  found  where  local  committees  have  been  most 
faithful  and  persistent  in  their  work.  The  school  and  the 
meeting  which  created  it,  are  one.  The  meeting  has, 
perhaps,  no  higher  function  in  the  community  than  to 
extend  the  work  of  the  school.  Do  we  not  wish  our 
schools  to  be  centres  in  the  community  from  which  life 
radiates  and  to  which  life  flows — centres  which  have  a 
distinct  religious  as  well  as  educational  influence?  Good 
schools  do  not  result  merely  from  good  teachers,  good 
supervision  and  good  equipment,  but  they  do  result  from 
the  devoted  efforts,  interest  and  support  of  meetings  and 
friends,  working  together  with  teachers  and  children  for 
the  educational  and  spiritual  good  of  the  school — of  the 
community — and  so  contributing  to  the  larger  life  of  the 
state  and  nation.

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Indian  Committee  Report  for  1922-1923 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting: 

A letter  from  one  of  our  workers  at  the  school  raised 
the  question  “What  is  Tunesassa  for?  Was  it  founded 
for  the  purpose  of  teaching  Indian  children  a trade  to 
enable  them  to  earn  a better  living,  or  is  the  main  purpose 
of  the  school  the  uplift  of  the  race?”  What  marvelous 
possibilities  there  are  in  teaching  a race  of  people  a better 
way  of  life ! The  same  spirit  of  devotion  to  ideals  and 
of  service  to  mankind  should  quicken  the  life  of  one  who 
works  among  the  Indians  as  stirs  into  action  the  persons 
who  have  given,  or  are  giving,  so  whole-heartedly,  their 
services  in  foreign  lands.  Those  of  us  who  are  in  touch 
with  the  splendid  workers  in  Japan,  in  China  and  in 
Europe  today  realize  the  tremendous  amount  of  enthus- 
iasm and  devotion  they  are  putting  into  their  work  for 
those  faraway  peoples.  It  is  this  type  of  well-equipped, 
consecrated  teachers  that  we  need  to  deal  with  a race  of 
people  at  our  very  door  who  need  positive  moral  and 
religious  training.  It  is  only  as  we  have  our  school  staffed 
with  the  best  that  our  Society  has  to  give  that  we  touch  in 
the  most  effectual  way  the  lives  of  our  Indian  brothers. 

A survey  of  the  year’s  work  and  of  present  conditions 
at  the  school  shows  a gain  in  some  respects.  The  spirit 
of  the  school  is  good.  Our  workers,  as  a group,  are  ca- 
pable and  conscientious  and  are  deeply  interested  in  the 
best  welfare  of  the  children  under  their  care. 

The  present  Senior  Class  of  5 is  as  large  as  the  school 
has  had.  How  to  attract  older  boys  and  girls  to  the  school 
and  to  keep  our  pupils  after  they  are  old  enough  to  earn 
money  is  one  of  our  problems.  Unlike  the  youth  of  most 
other  races,  the  Indians  do  not  have  a keen  desire  to  learn ; 
— what  their  teachers  must  do  is  to  create  the  desire  and 
then  give  them  that  which  will  most  help  them  to  fight 
against  their  besetting  sins  of  laziness  and  indifference, 
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and  to  spur  them  on  to  a realization  of  their  responsibili- 
ties in  life. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  self-government,  which  now 
plays  an  important  part  in  the  best  modern  schools,  is 
being  tried  successfully  in  some  departments  of  the  school 
life.  Self-control  is  an  especially  important  lesson  for 
the  Indian  boys  and  girls  to  learn  at  school,  for  it  is  not 
taught  in  their  homes.  It  is  a great  satisfaction  to  the 
•Committee  to  have  at  Tunesassa,  teachers  who  are  willing 
to  make  this  venture  in  faith.  It  is  only  by  going  ahead 
with  that  which  seems  impossible  that  great  things  are 
accomplished. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  several  of  the  Indian 
young  people  have  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity, 
recently  given,  to  take  agricultural  and  domestic  courses 
at  Cornell  University. 

The  “Tunesassa  Old  Scholars’  Association”  continues 
to  give  practical  evidence  of  its  interest  in  the  school.  It 
has  given  $100  for  tools  for  the  Manual  Training  Depart- 
ment, has  offered  prizes  for  good  scholarship  and  good 
conduct,  and  has  pledged  $400  for  a short  course  in  agri- 
culture to  be  given  at  the  school. 

The  dairy,  the  garden  and  the  poultry  continue  to  con- 
tribute toward  the  material  well  being  of  the  institution. 
The  dairy  herd  now  consists  of  about  25  milking  cows. 
The  milk  is  sold  to  a nearby  receiving  station  which  ships 
to  Baltimore.  About  seventy-five  tons  of  twelve-inch  ice 
have  been  stored  besides  selling  fifty-five  loads  to  the 
neighbors.  LeRoy  Pierce,  the  Indian  who  had  charge  of 
the  farm  work  last  year,  has  left  his  position  and  gone 
into  other  work,  but  the  Committee  were  able  to  secure  a 
Friend,  Jesse  D.  Mott,  to  take  his  place.  The  latter  was 
an  Iowa  farmer,  and  his  wife,  Margaret  Crawford  Mott, 
was  a recent  teacher  at  the  school.  They  are  occupying 
the  farmer’s  cottage,  which  has  been  nicely  renovated  for 
them. 

The  greatest  improvement  to  the  physical  equipment 
made  during  the  year  was  the  replacing  of  the  worn-out 
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and  insufficient  electric  light  plant  with  a larger  and  better 
one.  The  chief  repairs  to  the  main  building  were  painting 
and  papering  most  of  the  family  rooms  and  refinishing  the 
boys’  living  rooms.  The  boys’  sitting  room  has  also  been 
suitably  furnished.  The  boys  are  making  several  seats  fow 
the  girls’  use.  The  expense  of  fixing  up  one  of  the- 
teachers’  rooms  was  borne  by  an  interested  friend. 

A play-shed  is,  perhaps,  the  most  desired  addition  to* 
the  children’s  quarters.  The  older  boys  and  some  of  the: 
Indians  would  help  build  one  if  funds  were  available  for 
the  materials  and  to  pay  a competent  workman  to  super- 
vise its  construction.  The  estimated  cost  is  about  $1500.- 

The  Committee  continues  to  visit  the  school  as  regu- 
larly as  is  practicable.  Since  last  report  twenty  visits  of 
from  two  days  to  three  weeks  in  length  have  been  made 
by  members  of  the  Committee,  who  have  endeavored  to- 
be  helpful  to  the  school  and  to  the  Indians  on  the  Reser- 
vation. In  the  early  summer,  William  C.  Cowperthwaite 
had  a minute  for  religious  service  among  the  Indians.  The 
three  appointed  meetings  held  on  or  near  the  Reservation 
were  thought  to  be  very  satisfactory  occasions. 

Responsibility  for  growth  in  the  religious  life  of  those 
under  its  care  is  felt  by  the  workers  at  the  school,  as  well: 
as  by  the  Committee.  We  are  glad  to  report  that  many 
of  the  children  have  been  unusually  interested  in  their 
Bible  lessons  this  year  and  that  the  meetings  for  Divine- 
worship  both  on  First-day  and  Fifth-day  have  often  been 
times  of  spiritual  refreshment.  One  of  the  Committee 
wrote  after  a visit  to  the  school,  “The  children  mostly  sit 
very  quietly  and  properly  in  meeting  and  it  was  pleasing 
to  be  told  by  one  of  the  teachers,  who  occasionally  has  sat 
behind  the  girls,  that  she  has  been  conscious  at  such  times- 
of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  older  ones  and  has  been 
strengthened  thereby.” 

Two  members  of  the  Committee — J.  Passmore  Elkintom 
and  Caroline  C.  Biddle — were  released  at  their  own  re- 
quest. William  C.  Cowperthwaite,  after  many  years  of 
acceptable  service  as  Clerk  of  the  Committee,  desiring  to 
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be  released  from  the  position,  William  Biddle  was  ap- 
pointed Clerk  for  the  coming  year. 

Believing  that  we  still  have  a mission  to  the  New  York 
Indians  and  that  it  would  be  a loss  to  the  Yearly  Meeting 
as  well  as  to  the  Indians  if  the  work  was  not  continued, 
we  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $5000,  the  same  as  for  last 
year. 

We  would  also  bespeak  for  our  Red  Brethren  every- 
where an  increase  of  personal  interest  in  their  welfare, 
remembering  that  our  Saviour  said  “Inasmuch  as  ye  have 
’done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren  ye  have 
done  it  unto  me.”

Note  : — The  amount  of  temporary  loans  owing  by  the 
Committee  is  $1350.  The  principal  of  an  investment  in 
one  of  the  special  funds  paid  off  in  the  amount  of  $2100 
has  been  temporarily  applied  to  the  reduction  of  the  debt. 
When  this  money  is  reinvested  the  debt  will  be  increased 
by  $2100. 

The  expense  of  maintaining  the  school  has  increased 
considerably  in  the  last  few  years.  To  meet  this  added 
cost  it  will  be  necessary  to  supplement  the  appropriation 
by  the  Yearly  Meeting,  the  income  from  investments  and 
the  products  of  the  farm,  by  continuing  to  ask  Friends  to 
contribute  liberally,  in  order  that  the  work  may  be  main- 
tained in  the  way  which  we  believe  Friends  desire  it  to  be 
conducted. 
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Annual  Report  of  the  Westtown  Committee 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting: 

The  present  school  year  opened  with  a gratifying 
increase  in  attendance  as  compared  with  a year  ago,  the 
total  enrollment  now  being  235,  117  boys  and  118  girls. 
Of  these,  213  are  boarders  and  22  day  pupils.  Eighteen 
different  States  and  three  foreign  countries  are  repre- 
sented. The  membership  is  divided  amongst  seventeen 
Yearly  Meetings ; 138  are  members  of  Philadelphia  and 
12  come  under  the  recent  “one  parent  a member”  pro- 
vision, making  a total  of  64  per  cent  connected  with  this 
Yearly  Meeting.  The  enrollment  during  recent  years, 
beginning  six  years  ago,  has  been  188,  194,  232,  239,  205, 
.235. 

The  usual  proportion  of  our  students,  about  70  per 
cent,  plan  to  enter  college  after  leaving  Westtown.  Many 
of  course,  find  it  impossible  or  impracticable  to  attend 
college,  and  we  believe  that  the  courses  of  study  now 
offered  meet  the  needs  of  most  of  these.  It  is  gratifying 
to  note  how  many  new  pupils,  who  have  previously  given 
little  thought  to  college  possibilities,  gradually  find  them- 
selves drawn  into  the  college  spirit,  and  acquire  the  am- 
bition to  attend.  The  total  number  of  former  Westonians 
taking  regular  college  courses  or  working  for  advanced 
degrees,  steadily  increases.  The  numbers  for  the  past 
five  years,  as  nearly  as  can  be  determined,  have  been  76, 
.'88,  116,  146,  163.  This  year  the  number  is  176,  scattered 
in  fifty  different  colleges  and  universities  ranging  from 
the  University  of  California  in  the  west  to  Harvard  Uni- 
versity in  the  east,  and  Oxford  University  in  England. 

A year  ago  Westtown  was  made  a center  for  the 
College  Board  examinations.  This  is  a saving  in  time  and 
expense  to  our  pupils,  and  the  taking  of  the  examinations 
amid  familiar  surroundings  is  somewhat  less  formidable 
than  in  the  City.  Thirty-one  of  our  pupils  took  college 
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examinations  last  spring,  with  an  86  percentage  of  suc- 
cess,— a trifle  better  than  the  year  before. 

The  teaching  staff  of  the  school  now  numbers  twenty- 
six,  five  of  whom  have  part  time  work  only. 

Eight  of  the  teachers  spent  a portion  of  the  summer  in 
study  at  various  universities ; three  are  this  year  spending 
an  afternoon  and  evening  each  week  at  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  in  advanced  study.  During  the  winter  a 
series  of  seven  lectures  on  topics  of  modern  methods  of 
education  have  been  given  to  the  faculty  by  Dr.  Arthur  J. 
Jones,  of  the  Department  of  Education  of  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania. 

In  the  late  fall,  work  was  begun  on  the  erection  of  the- 
new  building  for  the  Home  Economics  Department.  This 
building  is  located  on  the  west  lawn  sufficiently  near  the 
girls’  end  to  be  heated  by  the  main  power  plant.  It  will 
contain  accommodations  and  equipment  for  the  Home- 
Economics  Department  and  also  for  the  Art  Department.. 
The  unique  feature  of  the  building  is  the  included  cottage,, 
for  actual  house-keeping  practice.  This  is  a complete’ 
cottage  With  living  room,  kitchen  and  dining  room,  and 
four  sleeping  rooms.  Groups  of  five  girls  with  the 
Director  will  live  there  for  a period  of  time,  preparing 
their  own  meals  and  performing  the  various  duties  of 
the  home. 

Pending  the  completion  of  this  building,  the  work  in: 
Home  Economics  is  being  carried  on  in  one  of  the  class- 
rooms of  the  main  building.  The  room  formerly  used  by 
this  department  in  Industrial  Hall  has  been  given  over  to  the 
Agriculture  Department,  which  now  has  very  satisfactory 
accommodations,  consisting  of  a class-room  with  connect- 
ing laboratory  on  the  second  floor  of  Industrial  Hall,  and" 
a combined  shop  and  forge-room  in  the  basement.  Twenty- 
two  boys  are  taking  work  in  Agriculture ; a new  course 
was  offered  this  year  in  elementary  general  Agriculture, 
open  to  both  boys  and  girls,  and  twelve  girls  availed  them- 
selves of  the  opportunity.  Fifty-two  girls  are  taking 
work  in  Home  Economics,  in  courses  varying  from  one 
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to  eight  periods  per  week.  Work  in  elementary  cooking 
.and  sewing  is  required  in  Third  Class  and  below,  cor- 
responding to  Manual  Training  required  of  the  boys; 
twenty-eight  girls  are  in  these  elementary  classes ; twenty - 
.four  are  taking  one  or  more  of  the  advanced  courses, 
which  are  elective  in  the  upper  three  classes. 

The  requirements  for  graduation  include  specified 
-courses  in  English,  History  and  Mathematics  and  at  least 
two  years  of  a foreign  language.  A course  of  5 years  is 
offered  in  Latin,  4 in  French,  and  2 in  German.  One 
.hundred  pupils  are  studying  Latin,  135  French,  and  15 
German.  It  is  gratifying  that  so  many  continue  the  study 
of  Latin ; the  courses  in  German  have  regularly  been 
maintained  during  recent  years,  though  many  schools 
dropped  this  language  during  the  war,  and  the  number 
of  pupils  now  electing  it  shows  a slight  tendency  to  in- 
crease. 

During  the  winter  term  a week-end  Vocational  Con- 
ference was  held,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Young  Friends 
Committee  of  the  School.  This  is  the  third  year  that  such 
a conference  has  been  held.  Speakers  representing  vari- 
ous professions  told  of  the  opportunities  for  service 
offered  in  their  particular  lines  of  work,  and  it  is  believed 
that  these  conferences  are  of  use  in  helping  the  students 
more  thoughtfully  and  wisely  to  consider  their  life  plans. 

On  Armistice  Day  a pageant  was  held  in  the  school 
•gymnasium,  in  which  the  various  peoples  of  the  world 
were  represented,  each  indicating  the  contribution  which 
that  particular  people  had  made  toward  the  progress  of 
civilization.  The  exercises  were  participated  in  by  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  and  student  body,  the  Westtown 
Community  Club  and  some  of  the  students  from  the 
INTormal  School  at  Cheyney.  It  proved  to  be  a helpful 
community  endeavor,  and  was  apparently  successful  in 
bringing  out  the  deeper  meaning  of  the  spirit  of  Ar- 
mistice Day. 

The  Community  Club  continues  to  hold  an  important 
place  in  the  life  of  the  neighborhood.  Meetings  of  a 
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social,  literary  or  recreational  nature  are  held  each  months 
A good  interest  is  maintained  in  the  Bible  School,  held 
each  First-day  morning  for  the  children  of  the  community,, 
and  the  attendance  has  increased  somewhat.  Some  of  the 
Senior  girls  assist  in  conducting  the  school. 

Religious  meetings  for  employees  and  others  interested,, 
are  held  in  Industrial  Hall,  each  First-day  evening.  These 
meetings  are  under  the  care  of  the  Monthly  Meeting  and 
the  school  bus  is  sent  to  the  various  houses  on  the  farm 
to  bring  those  who  wish  to  attend.  Plans  are  under  way 
for  remodelling  the  old  mill  into  a Community  House: 
as  soon  as  the  necessary  funds  are  obtained.  This  house 
when  completed  will  make  a very  satisfactory  center  for 
meetings,  lectures  and  social  gatherings,  and  will  fill  a 
real  need  in  the  neighborhood. 

In  the  matter  of  student  government,  the  responsibility 
and  authority  of  the  Student  Body  have  been  still  further 
extended  this  year,  and  much  credit  is  due  to  the  members 
of  the  Student  Councils  and  their  associates  for  their 
faithful  and  conscientious  work.  The  whole  movement  is* 
one  of  gradual  development  and  education.  It  does  not 
so  much  lessen  the  work  of  the  faculty  as  divert  it  into* 
new  channels  and  methods,  and  demands  on  their  part 
a fuller  measure  of  sympathetic  understanding.  It 
demands  on  the  part  of  the  students,  especially  the  older: 
ones,  the  assuming  of  greater  responsibility  and  the  will- 
ingness to  do  unpleasant  tasks;  and  on  the  part  of  all,  a: 
greater  conscientiousness  and  personal  initiative.  It  les- 
sens the  sense  of  compulsion  from  without,  but  increases 
in  even  greater  measure  the  necessity  of  compulsion  from 
within.  Some  pupils  are  unable  or  unwilling  to  acquire- 
this  self-mastery,  and  their  school-work  suffers,  at  least 
temporarily;  but  the  majority  respond  to  the  opportunity 
of  self-dependence  and  reliance,  and  gain  accordingly. 

During  the  past  few  years  the  cost  of  board  and  tui- 
tion at  Westtown  School  has  increased,  making  the  funds 
available  for  scholarship  aid  insufficient ; this  is  largely 
due  to  a decreased  appropriation  from  the  William* 
Forrest  Estate. 
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At  the  opening  of  school  last  Fall,  we  granted  scholar- 
ship aid  amounting  to  $22,500  and  had  available  to  meet 
this  only  $18,600,  leaving  a deficit  of  $3,900,  which  had 
to  be  obtained  in  other  ways. 

The  Society  of  Friends  stands  fundamentally  for  the 
religious  education  of  its  children,  and  a notable  feature 
of  Westtown  School  lies  in  the  fact  that  it  is  open  to  any 
child  in  our  membership  who  is  counted  worthy  and 
desires  to  benefit  by  its  advantages,  irrespective  of  his  or 
her  financial  resources. 

In  order  to  carry  out  this  policy  with  fairness  to  all 
concerned,  it  is  essential  to  have  the  co-operation  of  par- 
ents and  guardians.  Therefore,  we  hope  that  all  those 
who  desire  their  children  to  attend  Westtown  School,  will 
carefully  consider  their  resources  and  will,  when  possible, 
pay  the  full  tuition,  leaving  the  scholarships  for  those  who 
could  not  possibly  attend  without  this  aid. 

We  also  hope  that  all  parents  will  discourage  extrava- 
gant expenditure  on  the  part  of  the  pupils,  for  the  proper 
training  of  those  of  large  means  and  to  avoid  putting  the 
temptation  of  unwarranted  expenditure  before  those  of 
small  means.  We  feel  that  every  effort  should  be  made 
to  cultivate  simplicity,  moderation  and  thrift  as  essentials 
for  Christian  living. 

The  season  of  1922  has  been  one  of  moderate  prosper- 
ity for  the  Orchard  Department.  In  general  it  has  been 
a year  of  high  yields  and  low  prices,  but  returns  have 
been  sufficient  to  meet  expenses  and  to  pay  the  school  its 
rental  of  $800  for  the  use  of  the  Walnut  Hill  land  and 
to  still  have  a small  profit.  In  addition,  the  school  has 
received  its  entire  supply  of  apples  free  of  charge  as  a 
rental  for  the  boys’  and  girls’  orchards. 

The  peach  crop  was  the  largest  we  have  so  far  pro- 
duced— a total  of  12,000  baskets — in  spite  of  a heavy  hail 
storm  which  did  considerable  damage  to  late  varieties. 
Values  sought  a low  level,  however,  the  average  price  for 
all  grades  being  fifty-four  cents  per  basket.  The  school 
and  farm  house  made  liberal  use  of  the  fresh  fruit  while 
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it  lasted  and  also  canned  several  hundred  gallons  for 
winter  use. 

The  apple  crop  was  below  normal  owing  to  the  freezing 
weather  which  came  when  the  trees  were  in  bloom.  The 
crop  totalled  about  6,000  baskets,  approximately  half  of 
which  came  from  the  young  trees  on  Walnut  Hill.  About 
a year  ago  the  unused  basement  of  the  old  mill  was  made 
into  an  apple  storing  cellar.  This  has  made  it  possible 
to  keep  a supply  of  apples  on  hand  during  the  winter  and 
to  market  them  according  to  the  demand.  It  has  also 
relieved  the  school  from,  the  necessity  of  placing  so  many 
apples  in  cold  storage. 

Another  improvement  made  since  last  report  is  the 
building  of  a new  tenant  house  on  Walnut  Hill.  It  is 
located  west  of  the  packing  house  in  the  edge  of  the 
woods  and  overlooks  the  peach  orchard  and  lake,  and  con- 
tains seven  rooms  and  bath.  This  house  will  make  it 
possible  to  somewhat  increase  our  working  force. 

Four  acres  of  trees  have  been  planted  this  year.  This 
new  tract  borders  the  north  side  of  the  lake  and  is  set  to 
Wealthy  apples,  Improved  Black  walnuts  and  English 
walnuts — the  walnuts  being  planted  as  an  experiment. 

There  has  been  no  large  forestry  operation  the  past 
year.  About  5,000  feet  of  lumber  was  sawed  for  the  new 
tenant  house  and  about  as  much  more  has  been  sawed  for 
neighbors  who  hauled  their  logs  to  our  mill.  Some  atten- 
tion has  been  given  the  pine  forest  by  way  of  pruning  the 
dead  branches,  and  the  work  of  cutting  cord  wood  by 
the  school  boys  has  gone  on  as  in  recent  years. 

The  Arboretum  has  been  given  over  to  the  Trees  and 
Grounds  Committee.  Joshua  A.  Cope  made  a careful 
inspection  of  all  our  woodland  some  months  ago  and  very 
kindly  wrote  out  a plan  to  be  followed  by  the  Committee, 
in  the  care  of  the  various  tracts  during  the  next  few 
years. 

Through  the  kindness  of  interested  friends,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Trees  and  Grounds  has  been  able  to  add  some 
fine  roses  and  other  flowering  plants  to  the  gardens  in

the  South  Vista.  Also  the  banks  of  the  road  near  Cape 
Lookout  have  been  planted  with  roses  of  trailing  habit. 
Tree  planting  has  been  done  on  the  Campus  and  west  of 
the  South  Woods,  the  Alumni  Association  contributing 
generously. 

The  farm  suffered  severely  by  drought  and  hail  the 
past  summer.  The  prices  of  farm  products  were  propor- 
tionally lower  than  wages  and  supplies,  so  that  the  net 
results,  while  better  than  for  most  farms,  were  not  all 
that  could  be  desired.  The  deficit  was  $41.72.  As  here- 
tofore, the  production  of  milk  is  the  main  operation  and 
our  herd  of  Ayreshire  cows  is  steadily  growing  in  value. 
More  attention  is  given  to  the  growing  of  potatoes.  Our 
poultry  and  swine  departments  are  well  established  and 
justify  the  expense  of  the  new  buildings. 

The  Manager  of  the  Agricultural  Department  writes : 
“One  of  the  worth  while  features  of  the  Westtown  Farm 
is  the  demonstration  which  is  offered  to  the  students  of 
agriculture.  The  various  classes  make  frequent  visits  to 
every  department  of  the  farm  and  the  instruction  given  in 
dairying,  in  the  care  of  poultry  and  swine,  farm  crops  and 
fruit  growing  and  gardening  all  have  as  a fundamental 
basis  the  work  which  Westtown  itself  is  doing  in  these 
lines. 

“Thirty-four  students,  as  mentioned  under  another  sec- 
tion of  this  report — 22  boys  and  12  girls — are  enrolled  in 
the  Agricultural  Courses  this  year  and  many  who  are  not 
enrolled  take  an  interest  in  what  takes  place  on  the  farm. 
The  educational  influence  is  also  extended  to  the  neigh- 
borhood. Example  is  better  than  precept  even  in  farming 
and  it  is  important,  therefore,  that  Westtown  Farm 
should  always  represent  a progressive  and  permanent  type 
of  agriculture.” 

On  Eleventh  Month  10th,  1923,  at  a special  meeting  of 
the  Westtown  Committee,  George  L.  Jones  handed  in  his 
resignation  as  Principal  of  Westtown  School.  The  Com- 
mittee, feeling  that  the  reasons  given  in  his  letter,  of  physi- 
cal limitations  and  the  strain  of  long-continued  institu- 
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tional  life  for  both  himself  and  his  wife,  could  not  be 
disputed,  with  sincere  regret  accepted  his  resignation.  At 
a later  date,  however,  George  L.  Jones  was  asked  to  re- 
consider his  decision  and  to  remain  for  one  more  year  at 
the  school,  in  order  to  give  the  Committee  more  time  to 
come  to  a decision  in  the  selection  of  a new  Principal. 
This,  at  a sacrifice  of  his  personal  plans,  he  has  most 
kindly  consented  to  do. 

There  has  been  a growing  desire  both  on  the  part  of  the 
school  and  of  Concord  Quarterly  Meeting,  of  which  West- 
town  Monthly  Meeting  is  a part,  that  a larger  number  of 
the  teachers  and  pupils  might  have  the  privilege  of  attend- 
ing the  Quarterly  Meeting  sessions.  Though  it  has  not 
seemed  possible  this  year  to  modify  the  school  program 
materially,  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  allow  more  free- 
dom in  attendance,  and  it  has  been  definitely  decided  that 
the  Quarterly  Meeting  in  Eleventh  Month  next  shall  be 
held  at  the  school  instead  of  at  Media. 

The  WYsttown  Monthly  Meeting  is  regularly  held  on 
the  next  to  last  Fourth-day  evenings  of  each  month.  The 
membership  is  now  81 — 51  adults  and  30  minors. 

The  value  of  this  meeting  is  increasingly  felt  since  its 
establishment  two  years  ago.  It  tends  to  draw  the  school 
community  together  into  a common  religious  interest ; it 
brings  those  teachers  who  come  from  other  Yearly  Meet- 
ings into  a closer  sympathetic  fellowship  with  Philadelphia 
Yearly  Meeting,  and  through  its  committees,  which  are 
made  up  of  both  faculty  and  student  members,  it  touches 
vitally  the  various  currents  of  spiritual  life  in  the  com- 
munity and  in  the  school. 

The  Meeting  makes  an  earnest  effort  to  extend  a loving 
care  to  all  its  younger  members  and  also  to  the  young 
people  at  the  school,  of  whom  as  many  as  40  or  50  some- 
times attend  the  Monthly  Meeting.  There  is  a deep  con- 
cern to  create  an  environment  which  will  develop  in  them 
a true  Christian  character  and  an  appreciation  of  Friendly 
principles  and  practices.  This  influence,  combined  with 
the  responsibilities  of  Student  Government,  and  supple- 
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menting  the  regular  Meeting  for  Worship  and  other 
sources  of  religious  life  and  instruction  in  the  school 
should,  we  feel,  increase  the  religious  influence  in  the 
education  at  Westtown,  for  which  the  Yearly  Meeting 
has  so  great  a concern.

Additional  payments  have  been  made  on  account  of  sub- 
scriptions to  the  so-called  Westtown  $250,000  Fund,  so 
that  the  total  amount  thereof,  actually  received,  is  now 
$269,433,  including  the  William  C.  Lowry  Legacy  of 
$5,000  and  the  Sarah  A.  C.  Loyd  Gift  of  $10,000.  This 


sum  has  been  allocated  as  follows : 

For  teachers’  salaries $137,216.00 

For  various  permanent  improvements,  now 

completed  54,112.00 

For  enlargement  of  the  heating  plant 6,500.00 

Unexpended  and  unappropriated 71,605.00 


$269,433.00 

The  Abram  P.  Rudolph  Memorial  Fund  of  $50,000  will 
hereafter  produce  an  income  for  the  benefit  of  the  school, 
as  a result  of  the  recent  decease  of  the  surviving  donor. 

A legacy  of  $1,000  bequeathed  by  the  late  Jane  S. 
Warner,  for  general  purposes,  has  also  been  received. 

Income  from  Endowments  will  thus  be  increased,  but  as 
an  offset  to  this,  the  income  from  the  Bacon  Bequest  will 
hereafter  be  reduced  because  of  the  expenditure  of  some 
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$40,000  of  principal  in  erecting  the  new  Home  Economics 
building. 

The  transfers  of  our  real  and  personal  property  to  the 
new  trustee,  Friends’  Fiduciary  Corporation,  have  been 
completed,  the  corporation  to  hold  only  the  bare  legal 
title.  This  involved  the  making  of  a new  survey  of  the 
Westtown  tract  of  land.  The  amount  of  fire  insurance 
carried  has  been  considerably  increased,  and  is  being  still 
further  revised.  The  accounts  of  the  Business  Manager 
and  the  Treasurer  have  been  audited. 

The  usual  summary  of  the  operating  account  is  attach- 
ed, as  an  appendix  to  this  report.  It  covers  the  fiscal 
year  ended  Sixth  Month  30th,  1922.  For  that  year  the 
annual  charge  for  board  and  tuition  was  increased  from 
$300  to  $400,  while  the  enrollment  was  comparatively 
small.  This  statement,  after  including  as  income  sundry 
gifts,  and  the  Yearly  Meeting’s  appropriation,  shows  an 
excess  of  receipts  over  expenditures  of  $3,716.43,  and  it 
has  been  a satisfaction  to  reduce  our  accumulated  operat- 
ing deficit  by  this  amount.  The  net  deficit  resulting  from 
four  years’  operation  now  stands  at  $25,747.86.  There 
is  a hope  that  this  may  ultimately  be  cancelled  without 
encroaching  on  the  principal  of  the  endowment  funds. 

Financial  problems  have  not  all  fled  away,  for,  while 
the  cost  of  foodstuffs  has  fallen  materially,  nevertheless 
the  aggregate  outlay  for  operation  still  has  an  upward 
tendency.  For  the  present  year  the  cost  per  pupil  will 
be  about  $700,  although  the  exact  figure  cannot,  of 
course,  be  given  at  this  time. 

We  bespeak  for  Westtown  School  the  continued  liber- 
ality of  its  many  friends,  and  from,  the  Yearly  Meeting  we 
ask  for  the  usual  appropriation  of  $5,000.

included  in  the  so-called  operating  income. 
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Report  of  the  Social  Order  Committee 

To  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting: 

The  Social  Order  Committee  in  co-operation  with  the 
Representative  Meeting  has  prepared  a suggested  revision 
of  the  8th  Query  and  a new  paragraph  for  the  Advices, 
These  will  be  presented  by  the  Representative  Meeting. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  Query  and  Advice  will  help  us  to 
realize  the  changes  which  have  occurred  in  the  industrial 
and  economic  system  and  to  face  with  sincerity  the  new 
problems  of  human  relationships  which  they  have  brought. 
The  old  days  of  largely  individual  action  have  gone  and  we 
now  carry  on  business  under  a complex  system  in  which 
groups  rather  than  individuals  are  the  important  factors. 
We  are  faced  with  the  difficult  problem  of  making  this 
complicated  system  carry  out  the  ideals  of  Christianity ; 
of  applying  the  Golden  Rule  in  such  matters  as  hours  of 
work,  wages  and  the  representation  of  employees  in  the 
management  of  industry.  There  are  already  men  of  vision 
in  business  who  by  their  ideals  and  practical  experiments 
are  leading  the  way  toward  the  time  when  mutual  con- 
fidence and  peace  will  displace  distrust  and  conflict  in  our 
industrial  life.  We  have  the  opportunity  and  responsibil- 
ity of  doing  our  part  toward  this  end. 

Much  work  has  been  done  by  some  of  our  groups. 
The  Household  Problems’  Group  has  held  meetings  on 
such  subjects  as  “Children  in  Industry,”  “Health”  and 
“Quaker  Ideals.”  The  Farmers’  Group  made  a tour 
among  a number  of  New  Jersey  farms,  considering  such 
subjects  as  Italian  labor  camps,  improved  tenant  houses, 
the  earning  and  paying  of  unusual  wages,  and  an  ex- 
periment in  profit  sharing. 

A year  ago  the  Business  Problems’  Group  studied  un- 
employment insurance,  and  as  a result,  two  firms  have 
taken  steps  to  lay  aside  funds  to  pay  employees  when 
laid  off  for  lack  of  work,  and  a number  of  others  are 
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collecting  data  on  unemployment  among  their  workers, 
with  a view  to  the  possible  adoption  of  similar  plans  for 
the  future.  There  is  a growing  interest  in  questions  of 
industrial  democracy,  and  this  year  the  main  topic  has 
been  employees’  participation  in  management  and  profits. 
Representatives  of  companies  that  have  made  advanced 
strides  in  this  direction  addressed  the  Group  on  several 
occasions.  Of  particular  value  was  a talk  given  by 
William  P.  Hapgood  of  the  Columbia  Conserve  Company, 
Indianapolis,  which  is  managed  by  a council  of  interested 
employees.  Any  worker  in  the  plant  may  become  a 
member  of  this  council  by  attending  its  meetings  eight 
times  in  succession.  The  council  handles  practically  all 
the  company  problems  including  production,  sales  and 
finance.  All  workers  are  paid  on  a salary  basis  rather 
than  a wage  basis,  so  that  they  receive  their  regular  pay 
regardless  of  short  time,  sickness  or  vacations ; and  on  the 
other  hand  their  pay  is  not  increased  when  longer  hours 
are  worked,  as  is  necessary  at  some  seasons.  William 
Hapgood  stated  that  the  plan  has  resulted  in  increased 
prosperity  for  the  company. 

Various  members  of  the  committee  have  addressed 
meetings  both  within  and  without  our  membership.  A 
News  Bulletin  has  been  issued,  which  it  is  hoped  will 
appear  quarterly. 

Edward  W.  Evans  having  been  granted  a year’s  absence 
from  the  Secretaryship,  Elizabeth  T.  Rhoads  was 
appointed  Secretary  for  the  year.  Although  she  was 
unavoidably  compelled  to  absent  herself  from  the  work 
for  several  months,  she  is  now  taking  it  up  again,  and 
we  are  gratified  to  have  her  services. 

The  expenses  of  the  Committee  have  been  met  as  here- 
tofore by  the  members  of  the  groups  and  interested 
friends. 

The  term  of  service  of  this  Committee  expires  in  1924. 
It  is  suggested  therefore,  that  the  Yearly  Meeting  appoint 
a nominating  committee  this  year  to  consider  the  appoint- 
ment of  a new  Social  Order  Committee. 
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We  have  purposely  made  this  report  brief  with  the 
hope  that  it  may  be  supplemented  by  oral  expression  from 
some  of  those  interested  in  the  work.

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Report  of  Willits  Committee 

The  Willits  Committee  has  during  the  past  year  con- 
tinued its  work  of  selecting  moral  and  religious  literature 
for  distribution  among  the  negroes  of  Liberia  and  of  our 
Southern  States  in  accordance  with  the  provision  in  the 
will  of  the  late  Charles  L.  Willits.  The  aim  has  been  to< 
issue  The  Africans  Friend  quarterly  as  an  eight  page 
paper,  but  increased  expenses  and  decreased  income  have 
made  it  necessary  to  omit  one  number. 

By  the  aid  of  the  Consul  to  Liberia  and  another  inter- 
ested person,  we  have  been  able  to  revise  our  list  of  those 
receiving  The  African's  Friend  in  that  country. 

The  issue  of  5,000  is  divided  between  the  two  regions  ; 
the  share  sent  to  the  Southern  States  is  insufficient  to  sup- 
ply the  demand ; one  man  from  South  Carolina  asking  for 
300  was  awarded  but  50  copies. 

From  letters  received,  we  believe  the  little  periodical  is 
sowing  some  good  seed  which  falls  at  times  on  good 
ground. 

We  quote  from  one  letter : 

“January  20,  1923. 

“Accidently  a copy  of  The  African's  Friend  fell  into  my 
hands.  At  once  I saw  the  great  value  of  the  paper  and 
wanted  to  identify  myself  with  it  in  some  way.  Will  you 
kindly  allow  me  to  represent  the  paper  in  this  community, 
county  or  state,  as  a distributing  agent?  I feel  that  the 
paper  has  a great  spiritual  and  educational  value  for  my 
people. 

“I  am  vice-president  of  the  Pitts  Ind.  Institute  and  am 
in  position  to  reach  a large  part  of  the  people  of  the  state.

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Report  of  the  Book  Committee 

The  Book  Committee  in  submitting  its  annual  report, 
wishes  especially  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Meeting  to  the 
widening  of  its  endeavors. 

Prior  to  1920  very  few  books  were  handled  in  our 
Book  Store  other  than  the  approved  writings  of  Friends : 
such  in  the  main  as  had  been  examined  and  passed  by  a 
Committee  of  the  Representative  Meeting.  Since  the 
above  date,  however,  we  have  materially  enlarged  our 
field,  for  whereas  formerly,  the  literature  was  mostly  of 
Philadelphia  origin,  the  demand  of  our  Friendly  reading 
public  has  resulted  in  our  having  on  the  sales  shelves,  many 
English  Friends’  publications,  besides  many  books  of 
merit  from  other  than  Quaker  sources,  these  include 
Bible  helps,  juveniles,  biography,  Natural  History,  etc. 

From  a sales  point  of  view,  we  have,  we  believe,  been 
able  to  satisfy  the  reasonable  demands  of  our  clientele,  and 
it  is  our  earnest  concern  that  the  spiritual  values  should 
not  be  sacrificed.  In  this  connection,  it  may  be  stated  that 
the  circulation  of  our  approved  writings  for  the  past 
year  has  been  equal  to  the  average  for  recent  years. 

The  outstanding  books  for  the  year  have  been  Chris- 
tian Life,  Faith  and  Thought  in  the  Society  of  Friends, 
being  Part  I of  the  new  London  Discipline,  and  The 
Journal  of  John  Woolman,  by  Amelia  Mott  Gummere, 
which  latter  was  published  directly  under  our  auspices. 

Sales  in  the  Book  Store  have  increased  by  about  50 
per  cent  each  year  for  three  years  past,  which  record 
shows  a fairly  healthy  growth.  Within  the  past  year  the 
total  cash  received  was  $5,295.54,  while  the  total  output 
was  5,033  volumes  and  4,372  pamphlets.  Of  these  there 
were  donated  458  volumes  and  1,385  pamphlets,  valued  at 
$488.49. 

Numerous  free  grants  of  books  have  been  made  to 
institutions,  libraries  and  individuals  in  this  and  various 
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other  countries ; the  requests  for  this  literature  have  doubt- 
less been  largely  stimulated  by  the  great  publicity  brought 
upon  Friends  through  the  European  child  feeding:  this 
fact  places  added  responsibilities  on  the  Quakerism  of 
today. 

Never  before  perhaps  have  Friends  needed  to  think 
more  clearly  in  order  to  be  faithful  exponents  of  our 
principles  as  set  forth  in  the  literature  of  Friends,  both 
ancient  and  modern.  We  are  glad  to  have  been  able  to 
respond  to  requests  for  books  and  other  printed  matter. 

The  funds  at  our  disposal  are  derived  from  incomes  of 
legacies  and  gifts,  which  year  after  year  appear  in  the 
financial  statements  of  the  Yearly  Meeting;  the  increased 
business  done  at  the  Book  Store  also  assists  in  making 
that  enterprise  more  nearly  self  supporting. 

Were  our  funds  larger,  our  free  grants  would  be  more 
numerous.  The  fact,  however,  is  assured  that  the  Book 
Store  and  other  agencies  have  stimulated  an  interest  in 
many  quarters  for  good  reading,  much  of  it  bearing  on 
Quaker  history  and  biography,  but  written  in  a modern 
style. 

The  location  of  the  Book  Store  as  has  often  been  refer- 
red to,  is  unfavorable  for  extensive  sales  being  made  over 
the  counter,  but  it  has  been  clearly  demonstrated  that 
Friends  will  use  the  Store  if  they  know  what  it  has  to 
offer.  With  this  end  in  view  an  attractive  catalogue  has 
just  been  issued  and  given  fairly  wide  circulation  amongst 
the  families  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  as  well  as  elsewhere. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  expense  incurred  by  this  effort  will 
be  justified  by  sales  being  still  further  increased,  and 
that  our  membership  and  others  will  feel  at  liberty  to 
address  the  Committee  or  its  Agent  on  any  matter  con- 
nected with  the  purchase  of  books.

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Report  of  Peace  Committee 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting: 

As  your  Committee  comes  before  you  at  the  close  of 
another  year’s  work,  it  is  with  a very  deep  sense  of  the 
crying  need  of  the  world  for  that  constructive  message 
of  which  we  feel  Friends  have  some  vision,  but  which 
we  seem  almost  helpless  to  express.  The  menace  of 
hatred,  strife  and  war  is  more  appalling  than  at  any  time 
since  the  Armistice  of  1918. 

The  message  of  good  will  and  of  our  deep  sympathy 
with  suffering  humanity  has  been  carried  effectively  in 
the  concrete  way  of  providing  food  and  clothes  and  shel- 
ter for  some  of  those  in  need  on  both  sides  of  the 
devastating  conflict.  It  is  more  difficult  to  put  into  words 
the  richness  and  warmth  of  the  Christian  truth  that  is 
our  inspiration  and  the  underlying  principle  of  our  relief 
work. 

The  letter  to  “Fellow  Christians  and  Sister  Churches 
of  all  Lands”  which  was  issued  last  Spring  by  the  two 
Philadelphia  Yearly  Meetings,  was  signed  by  London 
Yearly  Meeting  also,  and  has  been  endorsed  by  several 
American  Yearly  Meetings,  and  by  the  Five  Years’  Meet- 
ing held  last  Ninth  Month. 

The  distribution  of  the  letter  has  been  in  the  hands  of 
a joint  committee  composed  of  members  of  our  Peace 
Committee  and  of  that  of  Race  Street  Friends,  one  of 
whom  originated  the  concern.  We  have  greatly  valued 
this  opportunity  to  unite  our  efforts  and  to  share  in 
financial  support  of  this  work.  This  joint  committee  has 
been  greatly  aided  by  other  organizations  and  individuals. 

The  Church  Peace  Union  sent  out  20,000  copies  to 
their  selected  list  of  ministers,  while  over  5,000  copies 
have  been  sent  directly  from  304  Arch  Street  on  request 
of  clergymen  and  others.  The  Philadelphia  Federation 
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of  Churches  furnished  a list  of  some  700  Philadelphia 
ministers  to  whom  the  Appeal  was  sent. 

John  R.  Mott,  General  Secretary  of  the  International 
Y.  M.  C.  A.,  endorsing  the  letter  as  a “strong  deliver- 
ance,” asked  us  to  send  about  2100  copies  to  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A’s.  in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  to  members 
and  secretaries  of  the  International  Committee,  and  to 
the  chairmen  and  chief  secretary  of  each  of  the  State 
Committees. 

Copies  were  also  distributed  to  delegates  to  the  Inter- 
national and  National  Conventions  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U., 
held  in  Philadelphia  in  the  Eleventh  Month,  twenty-six 
hundred  copies  were  sent  to  the  Fellowship  of  Reconcilia- 
tion for  distribution  with  their  Third  Month  “News 
Letter,”  and  one  thousand  copies  are  being  used  by  Kirby 
Page  of  the  Fellowship  for  a Christian  Social  Order. 

Labor  organizations  have  also  given  cordial  co-opera- 
tion, and  the  letter  was  sent  to  religious  journals  and 
daily  papers,  etc. 

English  Friends  have  been  very  active,  having  dis- 
tributed some  150,000  copies  of  the  letter  in  Great  Britian 
and  her  colonies. 

Of  a German  translation,  prepared  with  the  greatest 
and  most  loving  care  by  a small  group  in  Germany,  50,000 
copies  are  being  printed  and  circulated,  while  6,000  copies 
of  a French  translation  are  to  be  used  in  France,  Belgium 
and  Syria. 

Translations  have  also  been  made  into  the  three  Scan- 
dinavian languages  for  distribution  in  Norway,  Sweden 
and  Denmark,  and  will  soon  be  ready  in  Japanese  and 
Chinese,  so  that  we  may  hope  for  some  publicity  in  the 
countries  where  these  languages  are  spoken. 

We  have  been  active  during  the  year  in  various  other 
ways  in  endeavoring  to  promote  peace  education.  Wil- 
liam W.  Price  spoke  not  only  in  our  Friend’s  Schools, 
but  in  34  public  schools  in  Philadelphia  to  audiences 
aggregating  15,000  children.  One  hundred  and  seven 
peace  essays  were  received  through  Friends’  schools.  We 
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have  printed  and  largely  distributed  35,000  copies  of 
Frederick  J.  Libby’s  pamphlet  for  teachers  “What  Can 
I Do  for  Peace?,’’  which  has  been  very  popular  and  for 
which  requests  have  come  from  England  and  Scotland. 

Dr.  Thomas  E.  Finegan,  State  Superintendent  of  Edu- 
cation for  Pennsylvania,  has  also  expressed  his  willing- 
ness to  distribute  from  his  office,  to  the  schools  of  Penn- 
sylvania, 2,000  copies  each  of  the  three  pamphlets,  “War 
on  War,’’  “Gas,”  and  “What  Can  I Do  For  Peace  ?’’ 

Many  speakers  as  well  as  literature  have  been  furnished 
for  teachers’  institutes,  Normal  Schools  and  other  places. 
We  co-operated  with  local  committees  who  had  Peace 
booths  at  the  West  Chester,  Wilmington,  Mt.  Holly  and 
Trenton  Fairs,  providing  posters,  flags,  leaflets  and  peace 
fans. 

Thousands  of  posters  and  peace  pamphlets  were  dis- 
tributed for  “No  More  War  Day’’  and  Armistice  Day, 
and  on  the  latter,  speakers  were  provided  for  meetings 
in  Philadelphia  and  some  of  our  Friendly  Centres.  We 
also  sent  to  2,000  organizations,  the  Christmas  poster, 
“Christ  of  the  Andes,’’  with  an  explanation  and  a peace 
appeal ; and  to  many  Philadelphia  clergymen  we  mailed 
a letter  on  peace  prepared  by  the  International  Relations 
Committee  of  the  Federation  of  Churches. 

Some  thousands  of  pamphlets  and  leaflets  were  also 
distributed  at  the  “National  Conference  on  Social  Work,’’ 
held  in  the  Sixth  Month  at  Providence,  R.  I.,  and  a num- 
ber more  at  two  conferences  of  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  Inter- 
Racial  workers  held  at  Blue  Ridge,  N.  C. 

The  Committee  has  contributed  funds  towards  the  sup- 
port of  Gilbert  Bowles’  activities  in  Japan.  Its  financial 
responsibility  toward  the  National  Council  for  Prevention 
of  War  has  been  discontinued  in  accordance  with  the 
judgment  of  both  the  Committee  and  Frederick  J.  Libby, 
but  cordial  interest  in  the  organization  continues  and  a 
recent  contribution  was  made  to  its  support.

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Report  of  Delegates  to  Bluffton  Conference 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting: 

The  Friends  appointed  by  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  1922 
to  attend  a proposed  conference  of  religious  bodies  who 
believed  that  by  following  the  precepts  of  our  Saviour, 
war  would  be  impossible,  held  at  Bluffton,  Ohio,  would 
make  the  following  report.  All  the  Friends  appointed 
were  in  attendance.  The  conference  was  held  in  a Col- 
lege of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren,  located  in  North- 
western Ohio,  and  was  very  satisfactorily  attended  by 
members  of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren  and  of  several 
groups  of  Mennonites,  Schwenkfelders  and  by  Friends 
from  Baltimore,  Kansas,  Oregon,  Indiana,  Iowa  and  both 
branches  of  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meetings.  Bluffton 
College  is  very  favorably  located  in  the  center  of  a pro- 
gressive farming  community  with  a populace  strongly 
attached  to  the  Church  of  the  Brethren  and  mostly  of 
German  descent.  The  Public  Meetings  were  largely 
attended  by  local  people. 

The  conference  lasted  from  Sixth-day  evening,  Eighth 
Month  4th  until  Second-day  morning,  Eighth  Month  7th, 
and  much  credit  is  due  to  Wilbur  K.  Thomas,  of  the 
American  Friends’  Service  Committee  and  to  Elmer  E. 
S.  Johnson,  a Pastor  among  the  Schwenkfelders,  in  Penn- 
sylvania, for  their  untiring  efforts  in  bringing  the  con- 
ference to  the  high  standard  that  it  attained  and  main- 
tained. 

The  addresses  delivered  were  of  diverse  types,  but  all 
of  them,  whether  religious,  social,  political  or  economic, 
harked  back  continuously  to  the  fundamental  basis  of  all 
effective  Peace  testimonies,  namely, — a religious  founda- 
tion. 

On  Seventh-day  morning,  Eighth  Month  5th,  the  general 
topic  was  “Christian  Service,  its  Obligations  and  Oppor- 
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tunities,”  and  addresses  were  delivered  by  H.  P.  Krehbiel, 
a Mennonite  Pastor  from  Newton,  Kansas,  J.  M.  Henry, 
a minister  of  the  Brethren  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  and 
Alexander  C.  Purdy,  of  Earlham  College,  Indiana.  These 
were  occasions  of  high  spiritual  uplift.  We  have  rarely 
heard  these  efforts  surpassed,  either  for  sincerity  of  con- 
viction or  intensity  of  appeal.  In  the  afternoon,  methods 
for  developing  peace  sentiments  were  discussed : these 
included  work  through  the  Churches,  First-Day  Schools, 
Legislation,  public  agitation,  Schools  and  Colleges.  That 
same  evening,  Elijah  E.  Kresge,  a Minister  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  of  Allentown,  Pa.,  carried  the  Conference 
to  renewed  heights  of  religious  fervor,  in  his  emphasis 
upon  a Christian  Approach  to  World  Problems ; his 
address  being  the  more  remarkable  because  he  is  largely 
alone  in  his  stand  in  the  church  to  which  he  belongs. 

On  First-day  morning  the  members  of  our  group  wor- 
shipped at  different  churches  in  Bluffton  and  vicinity,  en- 
joying the  Christian  fellowship  of  those  with  whom  we 
had  much  in  common. 

Young  men  who  had  borne  faithful  testimony  to  the 
principles  of  peace  during  the  war  were  chief  speakers  at 
the  afternoon  session : their  theme  being,  “How  can 
young  people  further  the  Peace  testimony.” 

Frederick  J.  Libby  spoke  forcefully  to  a large  audience 
in  the  Mennonite  Meeting  House  in  the  evening,  regard- 
ing the  “World  Outlook  for  Permanent  Peace.” 

We  were  strongly  impressed  with  the  desirability  of 
denominations,  so  diverse  as  those  represented  at  Bluffton, 
meeting  together  without  thought  of  creed  or  practise, 
and  uniting  as  the  followers  of  Christ  in  a common  effort 
to  advance  His  Kingdom  on  Earth. 

As  the  months  have  passed,  this  impression  has  deep- 
ened, and  we  believe  our  Religious  Society  which  has 
the  historical  background  for  religious  pacifism,  owes  a 
peculiar  duty  to  the  scattered  branches  of  the  Christian 
Church,  having  this  common  principle ; a duty  which, 
without  presumption  on  our  own  part,  should  combine

our  own  efforts  and  those  of  these  fellow  Christians  into  a 
more  aggressive  and  more  persistent  presentation  of 
Christian  Truth. 

People  everywhere  are  hungering  for  peace  on  earth,, 
good-will  toward  men,  and  are  groping  for  the  means 
to  attain  it. 

No  permanent  organization  was  formed,  nor  is  any 
contemplated,  but  we  feel  that  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meet- 
ing should  hold  itself  in  readiness  to  co-operate  in  arrang- 
ing for  future  conferences  which  are  in  prospect,  either 
through  its  Peace  Committee  or  the  Delegates  now  report- 
ing.

Philadelphia,  Third  Month  20,  1923. 
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Report  of  Delegates  to  the  Five  Years’  Meeting 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting: 

The  fraternal  delegates  appointed  to  attend  the  Five 
Years'  Meeting  at  Richmond,  Indiana,  commencing  9th 
Month  5th,  were  all  present  at  the  opening  and  all  but  one 
remained  until  the  close  and  were  in  attendance  at  nearly 
every  session.  We  were  cordially  welcomed,  and  given 
places  alongside  our  friends  from  London  Yearly  Meet- 
ing, whose  presence  was  most  helpful. 

It  is  not  possible  to  convey  in  any  report  an  adequate 
picture  of  the  business  and  social  atmosphere  of  this 
gathering.  The  Meeting  opened  on  the  evening  of  Third 
Day,  the  5th,  with  a call  by  the  Clerk  for  a period  of 
reverential  waiting  upon  God  for  guidance  and  help,  and 
the  solemn  silence  which  followed  was  an  evidence  of  a 
sincere  response  by  those  present.  One  of  our  number 
conveyed  greetings  from  Philadelphia  saying  that  we  had 
come  with  the  hope  that  We  might  help  and  not  hinder, 
build  up  and  not  pull  down,  and  extend  our  fellowship  of 
heart  as  well  as  of  mind.  This  message  was  kindly  re- 
ceived and  Friends  afterwards  expressed  themselves  as 
glad  to  hear  it. 

Every  session  was  opened  with  a brief  period  of  wor- 
ship and  Friends  were  united  in  an  earnest  effort  to 
promote  the  welfare  of  the  Church  and  to  help  in 
establishing  the  Kingdom  of  Christ.  Our  hearts  were 
cheered  and  uplifted  as  we  witnessed  the  earnestness  and 
deep  devotion  of  these  friends  in  the  service  of  our  com- 
mon Master.  Notwithstanding  the  divergence  of  our 
paths  in  the  past  there  seems  now  to  be  some  coming 
together  on  common  friendly  ground.  Certainly  there 
are  enough  points  of  contact  in  our  testimonies  and 
practices  for  us  to  work  together  in  many  fields  of  Chris- 
tian service  and  to  be  drawn  more  closely  together  in 
the  love  of  the  Gospel. 


We  were  glad  to  note,  that,  for  the  first  time  in  its. 
history,  all  the  decisions  of  the  meeting  were  reached 
without  voting. 

The  session  on  Fifth-day  afternoon  witnessed  the  adop- 
tion of  a Minute  which  reaffirmed  the  declarations  of 
faith  contained  in  the  Uniform  Discipline,  but  also  em- 
phasized that  “our  Christian  faith  involves  more  than 
the  adoption  and  profession  of  written  statements  how- 
ever precious  they  may  be ; it  stands  and  lives  only  in 
free  personal  loyalty  and  devotion  to  a living  Christ  and 
in  an  inward  experience  of  His  spiritual  presence  and 
power  in  the  soul.” 

At  the  morning  session  on  Seventh-day  we  were  given 
an  opportunity  to  express  our  concern  for  a living  min- 
istry and  worship,  with  a message  of  affectionate  fare- 
well. 

On  Second-day  morning  the  meeting  took  up  the  sub- 
ject of  Evangelical  service  and  we  were  baptized  into  a 
living  concern:  there  was  due  recognition  of  the  influence 
of  daily  conduct  and  education  throughout  life ; the  irre- 
sistible power  of  Love  as  the  means  of  saving  the  world 
and  bringing  men  to  Christ  was  particularly  emphasized,. 

George  M.  Warner  having  to  return  home  before  the 
completion  of  the  business  of  the  meeting,  Agnes  L.. 
Tierney  was  chosen  as  his  substitute  in  accordance  withi 
authority  given  to  us  at  the  time  of  our  appointment,  and' 
Alfred  C.  Garrett  acted  as  Chairman  of  the  Delegation, 
for  the  remainder  of  the  sessions. 

The  Meeting  closed  on  the  evening  of  the  11th  instant 
and  in  looking  back  over  our  service  we  believe  that  our' 
Yearly  Meeting  was  right  in  sending  a delegation  and  we- 
returned  home  with  the  hope  that  we  might  all  be  more- 
fully  united  in  the  Unity  of  Spirit,  in  the  Bond  of  Peace,, 
and  in  Righteousness  of  Life.

Report  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  Committee  for  the 
Extension  of  Christian  Fundamentals 

The  Committee  for  the  “Extension  of  Christian  Funda- 
mentals/’ appointed  two  years  ago,  has,  we  believe,  ex- 
perienced a deepening  of  the  concern  which  gave  rise  to 
its  appointment,  and  has  endeavored  to  carry  on  the  work 
for  which  there  seems  to  be  unlimited  opportunities. 
“Truly  the  fields  are  white  unto  harvest.” 

Within  our  own  Society  one  phase  of  our  work  in  co- 
operation with  our  teachers  and  parents  has  been  directed 
toward  a better  understanding  of  the  spiritual  needs  of 
our  children. 

To  the  Young  Friends  Committee  we  have  given  some 
aid  in  holding  a special  meeting  for  children  during  the 
week  of  our  last  Yearly  Meeting,  and  another  in  the 
Autumn  (Tenth  Month  28th).  A conference  also  was 
Feld  at  Media,  Eleventh  Month  25th,  one  session  of  which 
was  devoted  to  the  religious  training  of  children.  We 
"have  given  some  thought  to  the  mid-week  meetings 
attended  by  the  children  in  our  Yearly  Meeting  Schools, 
for  whose  spiritual  needs  we  feel  great  responsibility. 

We  are  conscious  of  much  more  that  may  be  done  under 
a right  Guidance  and  would  ask  the  interest  and  help 
of  all  who  have  on  their  hearts  the  religious  training  of 
children,  for  our  children  are  indeed  “an  heritage  of  the 
ILord.” 

A year  ago  we  reported  the  holding  of  several  con- 
ferences in  different  sections  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 
This  year  we  have  been  less  aggressive  in  this  branch 
than  last,  because  we  have  desired  not  to  conflict  with  the 
Yearly  Meeting’s  Visitation  Committee,  and  we  have  felt 
our  various  communities  of  Friends  were  in  large  meas- 
ure able  to  carry  forward  themselves,  the  work  previ- 
ously begun.  We  recognize,  however,  that  these  con- 
ferences should  be  of  increasing  importance  among  us. 
We  should  go  to  them  with  a hope  that  we  can  be  help- 
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fu]  instruments  ourselves  and  we  should  come  from  them 
with  the  feeling  that  some  problem  has  had  light  shed 
upon  it.  If  these  conditions  be  in  some  degree  realized 
we  have  not  conferred  in  vain. 

On  Ninth  Month,  twenty-first,  a conference  was  held 
with  several  Friends  not  on  the  Committee  in  an  effort  to 
obtain  additional  essay  material.  We  hope  soon  to  add 
treatments  of  other  Christian  topics  obviously  belonging 
to  such  a series. 

Offers  of  co-operation  have  been  made  to  Friends  of 
the  Five  Years’  Meeting  for  the  distribution  of  Friendly 
literature  within  their  borders.  A copy  of  Part  One  of 
the  London  Discipline  has  been  donated  to  practically  each 
of  the  pastors  of  the  Five  Years’  Meeting.  We  recom- 
mend that  Friends  in  our  local  Meetings  make  gifts  of 
this  valuable  book  to  ministers  in  their  localities  and  to 
others  interested  in  Christianity  as  understood  by  Friends. 

Some  space  has  been  used  in  The  Nation,  The  Survey, 
The  Christian  Herald  and  The  World  Tomorrow  to  ad- 
vertise Pennsbury  Leaflets,  but  the  response  did  not  war- 
rant continuance.  Advertisements  have  been  carried  in 
The  Friend  and  The  American  Friend.  A beginning  has 
been  made  also  in  co-operation  with  local  Friends  to  place 
religious  matter  as  paid  advertisements  in  local  county 
papers.  We  hope  Friends  will  watch  this  experiment 
closely,  and  that  it  may  prove  worth  a much  wider  use 
by  local  Meetings. 

Nearly  200  members  of  our  Yearly  Meeting  by  written 
consent  are  distributing  at  least  one  packet  of  each  new 
Pennsbury  Leaflet  as  published.  We  ask  Friends  to  use 
these  Leaflets  freely  at  all  suitable  opportunities  for  reach- 
ing the  public,  such  as  conventions,  county  fairs  and  in 
boxes  at  public  stations. 

We  have  followed  with  interest  the  development  of 
opportunities  in  Europe  for  the  spread  of  the  Christian 
message  through  the  printed  word.  About  15  per  cent 
of  our  collections  have  been  sent  abroad.  Small  sums 
were  placed  directly  in  the  hands  of  Francis  R.  Bacon 
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and  Alfred  C.  Garrett.  In  addition  most  of  our  foreign 
contributions  have  been  merged  in  the  Message  Work 
of  the  American  Friends’  Service  Committee  with  whom 
we  co-operate  closely.  There  appears  to  be  great  need  at 
present  for  service  by  qualified  Friends  in  all  of  the 
foreign  fields. 

Probably  at  no  previous  time  has  Philadelphia  Yearly 
Meeting  been  in  such  close  touch  and  cordial  relationship 
with  so  great  a number  of  ministers  of  various  denomi- 
nations. 

The  most  expensive  part  of  the  work  of  the  Extension 
Committee  has  been  the  distribution  of  Pennsbury  Leaf- 
lets. Protestant  ministers  have  continued  to  give  the  best 
response,  of  whom  over  fifteen  thousand  have  received 
our  literature,  leaving  some  sixty  thousand  in  the  United 
States  yet  to  be  approached.  The  following  testimonials 
have  come  to  hand  recently. 

The  Publicity  Secretary  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of 
Delaware  distributed  Pennsbury  Leaflets  in  his  visits 
among  his  people  and  says,  “They  are  always  appre- 
ciated, they  are  very  healthy  literature  indeed  . . . . 

Your  little  leaflets  do  have  a quiet  charm  that  is  unob- 
trusive and  spiritual.” 

From  a Mississippi  Episcopal  Minister  we  have  the 
following:  “People  are  tired  of  a controversial  Chris- 
tianity, and  in  presenting  the  indisputable  truths  of  the 
spiritual  experience,  you  are  carrying  out  a holy  mission.” 

A minister  from  Pittston,  Pa.,  comments  that  Penns- 
bury Leaflets  are  “excellent,  nothing  could  be  more  up- 
to-date  for  present  needs.” 

From  Warsaw,  Ind.,  comes  a long  letter  of  commenda- 
tion including  this  challenge,  “I  have  felt  that  the  work 
of  the  Society  of  Friends  in  the  distribution  of  the  Penns- 
bury Leaflets  is  supplying  a great  need  in  Christendom 
today  ....  God  has  signally  honored  your  Society 
in  placing  this  task  in  their  hands,  and  you  are  to  be 
congratulated  ....  in  the  accomplishment  of  the 
work  that  you  are  doing  so  well.” 
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At  Lake  View,  Maine,  the  Pastor  gets  a hundred  copies 
of  each  of  several  Pennsbury  Leaflets  for  distributing^ 
he  says,  “among  the  lumber- jacks  of  Maine.” 

Another  minister  in  Buffalo  preaches  on  the  subjects 
appearing  in  these  leaflets,  and  then  distributes  them  to 
his  people  as  they  leave  the  church.  “They  are  perfectly 
splendid,”  he  says,  “and  touch  upon  many  important 
phases  of  Christian  life.” 

A member  of  the  Student  Volunteer  Union  of  Tennes- 
see writes,  “I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
Leaflets  you  have  sent  me  this  year.  They  have  been  of 
great  help  to  me  and  to  others.  Several  times  lately  I 
have  heard  them  read  or  used  in  talks  at  Student  Vol- 
unteer Meetings,  at  Y.  W.  C.  A.  vesper  services  and  in 
Sunday  School.  They  seem  to  fill  a great  many  needs.” 

An  officer  of  the  Philadelphia  Y.  M.  C.  A.  voluntarily 
gave  us  a very  helpful  letter  recommending  the  use  of 
Pennsbury  Leaflets.  This  was  sent  to  nearly  two  thous- 
and Y.  M.  C.  A’s.  Nearly  seven  thousand  Y.  M.  C.  A’s. 
Theological  Schools,  Salvation  Army  Posts,  jails,  peni- 
tentiaries, hospitals,  also  have  been  circularized  with  sam- 
ple Pennsbury  Leaflets.  Requests  for  from  100  to  1000 
are  not  infrequent. 

Altogether  during  the  year  about  440,000  copies 
of  Pennsbury  Leaflets  have  been  used.  This  is  an  in- 
crease of  75  per  cent  over  last  year.  In  many  cases  we 
have  reduced  the  numbers  asked  for  on  account  of  lack 
of  available  funds. 

Our  Yearly  Meeting  through  its  Pennsbury  Leaflets 
now  has  a list  of  more  than  1250  correspondents  who 
depend  upon  us,  to  some  extent,  for  the  Christian  Message.. 

The  following  essays  have  been  produced  this  year,, 
making  a total  of  twenty  subjects  treated,  viz. : 

Preparation  for  Life’s  Greatest  Business 
What  is  The  Christian  Faith  ? 

The  Faith  To  Live  By 
Family  Bible  Reading 
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The  Power  of  His  Resurrection 
Why  Read  or  Study  the  Bible? 

Friendship 

During  the  first  year  of  our  appointment  our  work  was 
financed  primarily  with  funds  supplied  by  the  Book  Com- 
mittee and  five  hundred  dollars  granted  from  the  Treasury 
of  the  Yearly  Meeting  and  supplemented  by  the  gifts 
from  a few  interested  Friends.  During  the  year  just 
closing  we  have  depended  almost  entirely  upon  donations 
from  those  interested  in  our  work  amounting  to  $4,754.50 
to  which  were  added  a two  hundred  and  fifty  dollar  grant 
from  the  Book  Committee  and  fifty  dollars  from  the  Book 
Association  of  Friends  toward  the  purchase  of  1000  vol- 
umes of  Christian  Life,  Faith  and  Thought,  being  volume 
1 of  the  Book  of  Discipline  of  London  Yearly  Meeting. 
The  total  receipts  from  all  sources  have  been  $5,054.50; 
balance  on  hand,  $276.13. 

The  devoted  service  of  our  Yearly  Meeting  Secretary 
has  tended  greatly  to  efficiency  and  economy  in  forwarding 
our  work. 

If  our  Committee  is  re-appointed,  we  ask  for  no  Yearly 
Meeting  appropriation,  but  for  a continued  and  increased 
interest  of  our  membership  generally,  which  we  hope  will 
result  in  a more  wide  spread  and  greater  financial  support. 

Our  activities  seem  small  compared  with  the  increasing 
opportunities  before  us  in  this  Country,  and  as  yet  we 
have  done  but  little  in  foreign  lands. 

As  we  view  the  world’s  conditions  with  its  moral  break- 
down we  are  again  impressed  with  the  words  presented 
at  the  time  of  the  appointment  of  this  Committee ; 

“Christianity  is  the  hope  of  mankind.  Nothing  can 
save  the  world  but  the  Saviour  of  the  World.  Nothing 
can  permanently  stabilize  it  but  the  religion  revealed 
through  Jesus  Christ.”

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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Race  Relations  for 

1922-1923 

Your  Committee  on  Race  Relations  has  no  fixed  dates 
tor  meeting,  but  convenes  at  the  call  of  the  chairman  when 
there  is  business  of  interest  or  importance  to  claim  our 
attention.  Despite  our  rather  infrequent  gatherings,  we 
believe  that  such  a committee  is  of  value,  as  it  brings  to- 
gether for  helpful  discussion  a group  of  people  strongly 
interested  in  one  of  the  great  problems  of  our  day.  The 
fact  that  we  approach  it  from  somewhat  different  angles 
we  believe  gives  a certain  breadth  to  our  viewpoint,  and 
we  hope  that  our  usefulness  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  may 
grow  and  should  be  glad  to  have  our  committee 
continued. 

There  are  several  sub-committees  reporting,  but  the 
most  of  our  work  is  done  individually.  Our  members 
have  spoken  to  two  Negro  audiences  at  Newport,  R.  I., 
to  one  in  Philadelphia,  to  one  at  Moorestown,  N.  J.,  and 
one  at  Atlantic  City;  to  a Friends’  group  at  Haver  ford 
and  West  Grove,  to  each  one  of  the  Quarterly  Meetings 
of  this  Yearly  Meeting;  to  two  Friends’  Meetings  at 
Richmond,  Indiana,  as  well  as  to  a Women’s  Federated 
Missionary  group,  a Colored  Community  Centre,  a com- 
bined Inter-Racial  and  Fellowship  of  Reconcilation  sup- 
per meeting  and  the  student  body  and  faculty  of  Earlham 
College,  all,  also  of  Richmond,  Indiana. 

One  of  our  members  closely  in  touch  with  the  Negro 
section  of  Philadelphia,  tells  of  terrible  housing  condi- 
tions, and  of  her  discovery  of  a family  of  four  living  in 
one  room  with  three  boarders,  seven  'in  all,  consisting  of 
an  old  grandmother,  her  daughter  and  two  children,  two 
young  men  and  a young  woman.  The  Society  for  the 
Protection  of  Children  was  applied  to,  and  gave  prompt 
assistance.  One  First-day  evening  she  also  found  a large 
audience  of  Negroes  witnessing  a boxing  match  between 
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members  of  their  race.  She  paused  and  looked  over  the 
crowd  and  soon  the  boxing  stopped,  and  the  people  quietly 
vanished  in  all  directions.  Later  in  the  evening  an  earn- 
est and  helpful  gospel  meeting  was  held  there  in  the  street 
with  the  Negroes  of  the  vicinity,  led  and  addressed  by  her. 

Through  other  members,  the  committee  has  indirectly 
come  into  contact  with  the  aspiring,  restless,  radical  Negro 
of  our  day,  dissatisfied  with  almost  all  the  conditions  of 
his  surroundings,  critical  and  suspicious  of  earnest  efforts 
for  his  help,  and  leading  large  numbers  of  his  people  to 
share  his  bitterness  and  his  suspicions. 

Three  of  the  committee  enjoyed  the  great  privilege  of 
attending  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Commission  on  Inter- 
Racial  Co-operation  in  the  Southern  States,  held  at  Blue 
Ridge,  N.  C.  It  was  inspiring  to  hear  and  see  this-  splendid 
group  of  white  and  colored  men  and  women,  representing 
all  but  one  of  our  Southern  States.  They  are  facing  their 
difficult  problem  with  much  earnestness  and  courage,  and 
despite  many  difficulties,  the  few  years  of  their  existence 
have  shown  a strong  and  enlightened  growth.  One  of 
the  Negroes  present,  a prominent  leader  of  his  race,  said 
with  much  emotion  that  he  had  heard  and  seen  things  at 
that  conference  that  he  never  expected  to  hear  and  see  in 
his  lifetime,  and  that  he  felt  a new  heaven  and  a new  earth 
had  opened  before  him. 

The  committee  has  started  among  its  members  a small 
circulating  library,  made  up  of  some  of  the  interesting 
current  literature  written  by  members  of  both  races. 
Names  of  such  books  will  be  gladly  supplied  to  interested 
readers  by  our  secretary,  Edith  A.  Hoopes. 

We  realize  keenly  that  the  subject  of  right  race  relations 
cannot  be  adequately  dealt  with  by  a small  committee,  but 
that  realization  of  individual  responsibility  should  rest  with 
each  one  of  us,  for  each  has  some  contact  with  the  colored 
race.  As  Friends,  we  should  earnestly  endeavor  to  make 
these  contacts  those  of  a true  follower  of  Christ,  for  out 
of  the  sum  of  them  all  grows  the  general  feeling  of  bitter- 
ness or  good-will.  Friends,  the  opportunities  are  at  our 
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very  doors ; there  are  always  the  poor  and  discouraged  to 
whom  a friendly  visit  and  a cheery  word  are  helpful,  and 
at  the  other  end  of  the  scale  is  the  group  before  mentioned 
— intelligent,  educated,  keenly  sensitive,  suspicious  of  the 
white  race,  needing  to  be  approached  with  utmost  tact  and 
patience  and  wisdom,  and  in  the  Spirit  of  Christ;  also 
with  a full  realization  of  the  part  played  by  our  own  race 
in  laying  this  problem  upon  our  land — this  problem  so 
fraught  with  sorrow  and  tragedy  that  we  must  indeed 
stand  with  bowed  heads  and  very  humble  hearts  in  con- 
templation of  its  magnitude.  All  along  the  line  between 
these  two  groups  are  types  and  varieties  and  conditions, 
each  needing  to  understand  and  to  be  understood  by  its 
white  fellow  citizens  for  the  mutual  help  of  both. 

A*  highly  educated  colored  teacher  sent  to  one  of  our 
committee  this  message : “Tell  the  Friends  not  to  give  up 
my  race,  we  are  an  excitable  people  and  we  need  the 
quieting  influence  of  the  Friends.” 

May  we  whole-heartedly  strive  to  meet  this  need  and  to 
answer  this  call !

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Report  of  Visitation  Committee 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting: 

At  our  last  Yearly  Meeting  the  condition  of  many  of 
our  small  meetings  claimed  the  serious  attention  of  the 
Body  and  the  Extension  Committee  was  directed  to  nomi- 
nate to  the  Representative  Meeting  for  its  approval, 
Friends  to  visit  any  or  all  of  our  meetings  and  to  appoint 
meetings  for  Divine  Worship. 

Accordingly,  fifty-three  Friends  representing  all  the 
Quarterly  Meetings  were  appointed,  and  met  soon  after- 
ward, not  only  promptly  to  get  under  the  weight  of  the 
service  laid  upon  them,  but  also  to  be  ready  to  attend  the 
Quarterly  Meetings  held  in  Fifth  Month. 

We  are  cautioned  to  make  our  reports  brief,  but  it  is 
not  easy  to  give  even  a summary  of  the  exercises  and 
labors  of  so  large  a group. 

Three  lines  of  service  claimed  our  attention  : 

1.  The  Visitation  of  Quarterly,  Monthly  and  Particular 
Meetings. 

2.  Appointed  Meetings. 

3*.  The  study  of  conditions  in  our  Meetings. 

At  present  there  are  in  our  Yearly  Meeting  seven  Quar- 
terly Meetings,  thirty  Monthly  Meetings  and  forty-eight 
Meetings  held  on  First  Day;  the  large  majority  of  these 
also  hold  week-day  meetings  for  worship.  There  are  ten 
closed  Meeting  Houses  still  owned  by  us  where  occasional 
appointed  meetings  are  held ; though  the  fact  of  closed 
meeting  houses  is  not  necessarily  a wholly  discouraging 
feature,  in  the  light  of  the  growth  of  other  meetings. 
There  are  sixty-two  recorded  ministers : thirty  of  these  are 
grouped  around  six  of  our  large  city  or  suburban  meet- 
ings, and  in  many  of  our  smaller  meetings  there  is  no 
resident  minister,  and  little  vocal  service. 

In  the  aggregate  we  find  from  reports  from  nearly  all 
members  of  the  Committee,  that  seventy-seven  visits  have 
been  made  to  Quarterly  Meetings,  other  than  those  to 
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which  said  members  belong ; forty- four  to  Monthly  Meet- 
ings, four  hundred  sixty  to  Particular  Meetings  and  one 
hundred  three  to  Appointed  Meetings  for  Worship  or 
Conferences. 

With  these  facts  before  us  we  would  report  that  all 
our  Quarterly  and  Particular  Meetings  have  been  attended. 
In  the  spirit  of  love,  sympathy  and  helpfulness,  we  have 
endeavored  to  enter  into  the  problems  and  responsibilities 
of  the  meetings  and  members. 

Appointed  Meetings  have  been  held  one  or  more  times 
in  Pennsylvania  at  Exeter,  Maiden  Creek,  Millville, 
Pennsdale,  Marshallton,  London  Britain,  New  Garden, 
Norristown,  and  in  New  Jersey  at  Atlantic  City,  Amey’s 
Mount,  Burlington  and  Crosswicks. 

In  addition  to  these,  many  Appointed  Meetings  have 
been  held  during  the  year  under  the  auspices  of  Quarterly 
Meeting  and  other  Committees. 

As  a Religious  Society  we  have  a grave  responsibility 
to  our  members  and  to  our  neighbors — and  in  this  spirit 
we  would  give  expression  to  some  of  the  deep  concerns 
and  exercises  that  have  arisen  in  our  hearts. 

We  believe  that  there  is  much  to  encourage,  in  that  many 
of  our  young  Friends  are  quite  alive  to  the  importance  of 
upholding  the  standards  of  Quakerism  throughout  our 
borders,  but  we  feel  the  loss  of  a certain  shepherding  of 
the  flock  by  concerned  Friends  who,  in  years  gone  by, 
under  a sense  of  Divine  Guidance  went  throughout  our 
meetings,  for  the  strengthening  of  the  life  and  growth 
therein. 

We  have  some  large  meetings  and  we  have  small  meet- 
ings, but  there  are  some  of  our  members  who  are  so  far 
distant  from  any  meeting  that  they  cease  to  feel  their  re- 
sponsibility. May  we  not  advise  Friends,  especially  our 
younger  ones,  that  in  establishing  their  homes,  they  may, 
so  far  as  it  is  possible,  do  so  near  one  of  our  Meeting 
Houses. 

We  would  also  encourage  our  members  to  start  new 
meetings  where  there  is  a small  group  of  resident  Friends, 
rather  than  retain  their  membership  in  a distant  meeting — 
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or  to  remove  their  certificates  to  a small  meeting  and  give 
their  strength  and  influence  to  neighborhoods  where  they 
are  so  much  needed. 

Where  there  is  but  little  ministry  in  our  meetings,  there 
is  the  same  need  of  responsibility  for  spiritual  exercise, 
either  vocal  or  silent,  on  the  part  of  the  whole  member- 
ship; there  is  needed,  too,  a willingness  to  go  forth  in  a 
ministry  of  service  to  the  brethren. 

We  would  that  our  members  might  be  more  fully  alive 
to  the  opportunities  afforded  by  First-day  schools  and 
Bible  classes  in  our  small  meetings.  They  tend  not  only 
to  keep  our  members  interested  in  religious  life  but  are 
an  influence  for  good  in  the  neighborhood. 

We  feel  that  we  have  been  helped  spiritually  in  the 
exercise  of  the  service  which  we  have  endeavored  to  per- 
form. 

We  would  encourage  our  members  to  reach  out  to  oth- 
ers, and  by  invitations  through  signs  of  welcome  outside 
our  Meeting  Houses  and  by  cordial  greetings  inside,  make 
them  feel  at  home  with  us. 

As  a religious  Fellowship  within  the  Church  Universal, 
we  need  to  rededicate  ourselves  to  the  task  of  evangelism, 
of  winning  souls  to  Christ  Jesus,  with  a renewed  sense 
of  responsibility,  not  only  for  the  Society  of  Friends  but 
for  the  Kingdom  of  God;  we  ought  to  feel  the  need  for 
self-examination  to  fit  us  for  service  and  to  deepen  us  in 
spiritual  life. 

We  have  a deep  yearning  that  the  life  and  love  of  our 
Saviour  may  be  burned  into  the  conscious  experience  of 
our  members  of  all  ages,  and  that,  if  the  Yearly  Meeting 
continues  us  in  service  another  year,  many  may  come  for- 
ward to  assist  in  the  upbuilding  of  His  Kingdom  through 
the  Gospel  Message  that  the  Society  of  Friends  still  has 
for  a sin  sick  and  war  ridden  but  seeking  World.

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Report  of  Advisory  Committee,  Secretary’s  Office 

The  Committee  in  charge  of  the  Secretary’s  office  report 
a year  of  increasing  activity  and  growth  in  the  work.  A 
more  general  use  is  made  of  the  office  both  as  a bureau  of 
information  and  in  other  ways.  Our  English  Friends  also 
make  use  of  it  and  we  are  pleased  to  note  an  increased 
interchange  in  various  ways  between  London  and  Phila- 
delphia resulting  in  a more  efficient  co-operation  between 
us.  Our  Secretary  has  kept  in  touch  with  Federal  and 
State  legislation  and  in  that  service  has  traveled  to  Wash- 
ington, Harrisburg  and  other  points  in  various  interests, 
besides  attending  a number  of  Conferences  either  as  a 
delegate  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  or  in  a semi-official  capac- 
ity, and  has  also  taken  a large  part  in  arranging  for  pro- 
grams, transportation,  etc.,  for  English  and  American 
Friends. 

The  Extension  Committee  has  claimed  an  increasing 
amount  of  time  in  distributing  some  400,000  Pennsbury 
leaflets  during  the  year  and  in  the  work  of  other  depart- 
ments. 

The  American  Friends’  Service  Committee  and  its 
subordinates  have  also  had  frequent  claims  on  his  time. 

The  increasing  growth  of  the  business  of  the  Book 
Store  is  due  in  part  to  the  faithful  labors  of  our  Secretary 
and  there  is  a wide  field  for  spreading  the  influence  and 
the  usefulness  of  this  department  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  expenses  of  the  Secretary’s  office  have  amounted  to 
about  $4,000,  which  is  $640  less  than  the  amount  allotted 
to  it  by  our  budget  made  up  last  year. 

We  submit  the  attached  tentative  budget  for  the  Secre- 
tary’s office  and  for  the  Book  Store  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  in  the  Third  Month,  1924. 

We  join  with  many  other  Friends  in  bearing  testimony 
to  the  faithful  and  diligent  work  of  our  Secretary,  William 
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B.  Harvey,  during  the  past  year,  and  this  has  often  meant 
not  only  hard  travelling  and  absence  from  home,  but  calls 
of  a most  varied  character  on  his  mind  and  body. 

We  recommend  the  appointment  of  a Committee  to 
nominate  to  the  Representative  Meeting  in  the  Fourth 
Month  next  a Friend  to  act  as  Secretary  and  a Committee 
of  three  in  charge  of  the  Secretary’s  office,  all  to  serve 
for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  that  the  present  Commit- 
tee and  Secretary  be  continued  until  that  Committee  makes 
its  report.

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Report  Friends  Fiduciary  Corporation 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting: 

We  report  a steady  growth  in  the  activities  and  useful- 
ness of  the  corporation  during  the  year.  Three  trusts 
from  Middletown  Preparative  Meeting  and  one  additional 
trust  from  New  Garden  Monthly  Meeting  were  received 
to  be  administered  by  our  corporation,  making  a total  of 
forty-three  trusts  amounting  to  $29,211.43,  belonging  to 
eight  different  meetings,  under  our  direct  administration. 

In  addition  our  corporation  during  the  year  entered  into 
special  arrangements  with  the  Westtown  Boarding  School 
Committee  and  with  Philadelphia  Monthly  Meeting  under 
the  terms  of  which  we  hold  title  as  trustee  to  all  ground 
rents,  mortgages  and  registered  securities  belonging  to 
them',  without  however  assuming  any  responsibility  for 
reinvestment  or  collection  of  income. 

During  the  year  we  acquired  title  to  the  Bradford 
Monthly  Meeting  and  Middletown  Preparative  Meeting 
properties,  also  to  eight  properties  belonging  to  Philadel- 
phia Monthly  Meeting  including  that  at  Fourth  and  Arch 
Streets,  Philadelphia,  and  to  the  Westtown  Boarding 
School  farm.

To  the  General  Meeting  of  the  Society  of  Friends  in  Aus- 
tralia: 

Dear  Friends : Assembled  in  our  Yearly  Meeting  our 
hearts  have  been  cheered  by  the  reading  of  messages  from 
you  and  other  meetings  or  groups  of  Friends  in  widely 
separated  regions  of  the  world. 

We  rejoice  in  the  increasing  unity  of  spirit  which  in- 
spires mutual  confidence  between  bodies  of  Friends  sun- 
dered by  geographical,  racial,  historical  and  even  theolog- 
ical barriers.  May  we  have  fervent  charity  among  our- 
selves, and  may  our  unity  of  spirit  grow  into  unity  of  faith 
and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God. 

Our  Temperance  Association  will  gladly  furnish  in- 
formation as  to  the  results  of  prohibition  in  the  United 
States.  Briefly,  we  feel  sure  that  prohibition  of  the  liquor 
traffic  has  very  much  curtailed  the  consumption  of  alco- 
holic beverages  and  the  evils  which  flow  from  their  use. 
Enforcement  depends  in  part  upon  State  laws,  which 
vary  in  different  States  and  which  reflect  different  de- 
grees of  temperance  sentiment  in  their  respective  com- 
munities. The  disregard  of  law,  which  is  an  aftermath 
of  the  great  war,  also  militates  against  complete  enforce- 
ment, but  we  believe  that  a majority  of  our  people  stand 
firmly  behind  the  prohibition  amendment. 

The  forces  of  militarism  are  still  active  in  the  United 
States,  but  the  “war  against  war”  is  also  being  actively 
waged  by  organized  bodies  of  men  and  women,  whose 
“weapons  are  not  carnal  but  mighty  through  God.” 
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We  are  thankful  for  your  loving  reception  of  our  epis- 
tle in  the  persons  of  our  dear  Friends,  William  C.  and 
Elizabeth  C.  B.  Allen,  whose  devotion  to  the  “peaceable 
kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ”  leads 
them  through  many  hazards  by  land  and  sea.
